“Science and high technology activi- 
ties in the South appear to have the 
brightest prospects conceivable for as 
far into the future as the imagination 
can foresee.” 

That statement is a typical example 
of comments made by dozens of South- 
ern Association of Science Industry 
leaders and by Southern governors in 
response to a special survey conducted 
by the Blue Book of Southern Progress. 

Here’s another: “My confidence in 
the future of the South is unbounded. 
The second half of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury, in my opinion, will see the emerg- 
ence of the South as a dominant factor 
in the economy of not only the United 
States but the entire Western Hemos- 
phere.” 

These observations, along with many 
other comparable ones to be reported 
in subsequent pages, reflect a feeling of 
remarkable confidence in the region’s 
potential—a feeling backed up by care- 
ful appraisal of the South’s great re- 
sources of manpower, markets and ma- 
terials. 

Further substantiation of the South’s 
good economic picture may be seen in 
the statistical data presented in the 1959 
Blue Book. 


For example, the figures show, the 


region came through the 1958 recession 
virtually unscathed. and the declines 
which occurred in a few areas were far 
less severe than those for the nation as 
a whole. 

It shaped up this way: The national 
drop in manufacturing from $324 bil- 
lion in 1957 to $301 billion in 1958— 
in terms of current dollars—was equiv- 
alent to a decrease of 7.1 per cent. In 
contrast, the South in current dollars 
lost 3.9 per cent. 

The statistical data show further that 
close behind the steadiness of Southern 
manufacturing progress, output of 
Southern raw materials has been main- 
tained at a high level. Production of 
Southern farm products was actually 
ereater than in 1957, while important 
materials such as naval stores and in- 
dustrial oils remained at top levels. 

It is interesting to recall, too, that the 
South produces 100 per cent of domes- 
tic aluminum ore, 100 per cent of do- 
mestic sulfur, more than 90 per cent of 
phosphate rock, over 90 per cent of all 
domestic natural gas, more than half 
of all coal and petroleum products, over 
90 per cent of domestic cotton and to- 
bacco, 100 per cent of domestic pea- 
nuts and half of all domestic citrus 
fruits. 
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Altogether, the indications are that 
the South was the last region to feel any 
results of the 1958 recession and the 
first to recover. What of the future? 
Here’s what a cross-section of the re- 
gion’s leaders have to say, leading off 
with a statement by J. D. Wise of Hazel- 
hurst, Mississippi, who is new president 
of SASI and one of the South’s most 
progressive business leaders: 

“The South today, marking almost a 
hundred years since the beginning of 
the American Civil War, stands as a 
maturing, prosperous, and_ integral 
region of the Nation. The long process 
of recovery and change has been 
marked by one fact—the South pros- 
pers as the Nation prospers. And par- 
ticularly since World War II has the 
relative economic growth of the South 
been a distinguishing feature on the 
national scene. Touched by the quicken- 
ing process of growth, the South today 
has not only begun to make its economic 
contribution to the nation, but slowly 
it is overcoming some of its charac- 
terization as underdeveloped and low 
income. 

“And looking to the future—with the 
prospect of great national growth, with 
the age of atomics, electronics, and 
autologistics before us, with new prod-

uct potentials and with the prospect of 
a doubling of the American economy 
by the end of the century—-the South 


stands for American business as a 
region of conservatism, of labor re- 
sources with demonstrated productivity 
and adjustment to technology, and of 
new markets and new materials for new 
products. This means that for the 
Nation the South in the future is a 
region for even greater growth poten- 
tials. 

“For the South, future national 
growth means that the time has come to 
build upon its own maturity, to estab- 
lish its own business, to do things for 
itself. Resources, markets, investment 
capital, and management know-how are 
available. Technically trained people, 
educational and research facilities must 
be expanded. 

“For the South, also, progress of the 
past should not encourage complacency. 
Problems need to be turned into op- 
portunities. Problems of a changing 
agriculture point up opportunities to 
emphasize the inter-relationship be- 
tween agriculture and industry, par- 
ticularly in providing industrial mar- 
kets for farm products. Problems of 
urbanization, in contrast to the older 
and more heavily populated areas of the 
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country, give the South an opportunity 
to build well plannel, modern cities. 
Needs for a higher rate of industriali- 
zation and the extent to which manu- 
facturing growth, alone, can or is likely 
to solve regional low income problems 
presents an opportunity to emphasize 
jobs and trends in agriculture, tourist 
development, mining, trade, and serv- 
ices. 

“Even the pressing social problems 
of the region need to be focused upon 
the long-run. The basic forces which 
have given the South progress in the 
past still exist in the region and are not 
likely to be dampened by current events. 

“In my opinion, the maturing South 
with new confidence stands ready to 
make even greater economic contribu- 
tions to the Nation during the next 
hundred years.” 


Colonel H. M. Ayers, Publisher, The 
Anniston Star, Anniston, Ala.: “The fields 
of activity in which I am engaged have all 
shown progress during the last year and 
prospects for the future seem to be en- 
couraging. 

“New buildings have been erected dur- 
ing the year by The Huntsville Times, 
The Florence Times and The Gadsden 
Times, the buildings and other expendi- 
tures in that connection having run into 
several million dollars.

new building which, together with new 
machinery, etc., will involve an expendi- 
ture of about one million dollars, 

“I attribute the industrial progress of 
this region to the superior labor situa- 
tion obtaining, to good climate and the 
presence of industrial water. The Ala- 
bama Power Company during the year 
will probably complete one of the four 
dams it has contracted to build on the 
Coosa-Alabama Rivers, and if the peace- 
ful climate remains, it is likely that the 
Coosa-Alabama will be made navigable 
and similar activity may take place on 
the part of the Warrior-Tombigbee 
Rivers in Alabama and this part of the 
country.” 

Price Daniel, Governor, State of Texas: 
“Texas is on the threshold of its greatest 
industrialization program in history, as 
the result of the reactivation of the 
State Industrial Commission and adop- 
tion of a Constitutional Amendment to 
permit state advertising, 

“Full scale industrial development of 
Texas began during World War II and 
has yet to reach its peak. This has been 
termed ‘the golden age of Texas indus- 
try,’ which is an apt description of the 
transformation of the Lone Star State 
from an agricultural economy to a com- 
bined agricultural-industrial economy. 

“With a present population of more 
than nine million and an anticipated in- 
crease of another three million by 1975, 
Texas faces a bright future in business, 
industry and agriculture on the basis of 
an expanding market alone. But in addi-

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Chemical Research Makes 
New Gains In South 
During 1958 


The 15 states of the region accounted for 3,856 
publications in the chemical research field last 
year, a total of 210 more than in 1957. Texas and 
North Carolina made the largest gains.

In spite of the economic recession of 
1958 chemical research in the South 
set a new peak as evidenced by a new 
high in the number of abstracts in 
Chemical Abstracts, the key to the 
world’s chemical literature. Fifteen 
southern states accounted for 3856 pub- 
lications, or 210 more than in 1957. 
While eight states failed to reach their 
top figure in 1957 only four failed last 
year to break all previous records. The 
largest gains were achieved by Texas 
and North Carolina, which jumped 
from 555 articles to 656 and 249 to 297, 
respectively. Industrial research in 
Texas zoomed from 119 to 178 publica- 
tions, and in Oklahoma industrial lab- 
oratories increased their productivity 
from 45 to 66, and in Alabama from 31 
to 51. Government sponsored research 
in the South held its high point in 
Maryland (723 vs. 722), but it took 
a drop in Tennessee from 394 to 354, 
and in Louisiana from 59 to 19. Due to 
the release of papers by the Savannah 
River AEC project, government re- 


search in South Carolina increased from 
2 to 19 articles. 

Southern colleges and universities 
continue to produce the bulk of scien- 
tific publications abstracted by CA. 
The University of Texas increased its 
lead over Johns Hopkins as the most 
active academic center of research in 
the South, while Maryland tied Duke 
for third place in 1958. Ten southern 
universities now have the impressive 
total of more than 400 publications in 
CA, contributed since July 1950: the 
leading institutions in the South are: 
U. of Tex. 1562 papers, Hopkins 1409, 
Duke 893, U. of Md. 731, U. of Fla. 
665, U. of Tenn. 567, L.S.U. 502, U. 
of N. C. 480, Tex. A. and M. 476, and 
U. of Va. 439. 


Liberal arts colleges remain the 
greatest undeveloped source of scien- 
tific research in the South. Only 21 of 
these institutions contributed to the 
1958 issues of CA, and only 10 of the 
hundreds of liberal arts colleges in the 
15 southern states have averaged one 
scientific paper a year since July, 1950.

States in all factors leading to industrial 
development. Its abundant natural re- 
sources, especially oil and gas, are a ma- 
jor attraction to new industry, as are a 
good labor market, excellent transporta- 
tion facilities, and many manufacturing 
concerns already in operation. 

“It should also be noted that the per 
capita state tax in Texas is $73.70, com- 
pared with the national average of 
$87.30. The State spends only 114¢ out of 
every tax dollar to operate the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches. This is 
the next to the lowest per capita cost of 
any state. In the number of personnel 
operating the state government, we are 
the lowest per capita of any state. 

“Texas welcomes new industry, new 
residents and tourists. The very name 
‘Texas’ comes from an Indian word 
meaning ‘friendly,’ and we are proud 
to have newcomers join in our growth 
and progress.” 

R. B. Wilson, President, Mississippi 
Power & Light Company, Jackson: “The 
outlook for 1959 in Western Mississippi 
is very encouraging. All economic indi- 
ces point to continued growth and ex- 
pansion of the residential, commercial 
and industrial economy in our Compa- 
ny’s service area. 

“Approximately 60 miles of 115 kv 
transmission lines are planned in this 
year’s construction budget, including a 
10-mile section of single pole transmis- 
sion circuit through the City of Jackson. 
The conductor size on this circuit is 1,272 
MCM ACSR which along with the re- 
lated terminal facilities will have a ca- 
pability of 240,000 kva.” 

Joseph Earle Birnie, President, Bank 
of Georgia, Atlanta: “By almost any 
measure (and there are quite a few cri- 
teria that could be cited) the commercial 
banks of the South have enjoyed full 
participation in the spectacular growth 
trends accompanying the continued in- 
dustrialization of this region in recent 
years. At the same time that total invest- 
ment by manufacturers in new plants 
and equipment for the country as a whole 
declined by 28 per cent in 1958, a reces- 
sionary phenomenon, such investment in 
the southern states as a whole actually 
rose slightly. As far as the banking sys- 
tem of this area is concerned perhaps 
the most significant barometer of simul- 
taneous advance can be found in the 
movement in bank debits—withdrawals 
from individual demand deposit accounts. 
For the month of December, 1958, in the 
Sixth Federal Reserve District, such 
debits totaled 17 billion dollars as com- 
pared to 15 billion for December, 1957— 
a 14 per cent rise. For the full year the 
total increase in bank debits came to 4 
per cent. This sensitive measure of eco- 
nomic activity bodes well for the future.” 

Walter T. Ahearn, Assistant State For- 
ester, Columbia, S, C.: “In my opinion 
the outlook for growing and processing 
timber crops is as good or better than 
for any other crop of the land. Estimates 
of future demands indicate there will be 
increasing markets for many types of 
forest products, and that the forests of 
the South can supply much of the in- 
creasing demand. 

“The increased demands, and the fact 
that our forests are presently producing 
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at only half their potential or Jess, points 
up a bright spot in the economy of South 
Carolina and the South. The tirhber crop, 
involving no surpluses and no govern- 
mental controls, offers a fine opportuni- 
ty for applying improved forestry prac- 
tices and doubling the value of this in- 
dustry, with resulting economic benefits 
to the entire economy of the state and 
the South. 

“In looking to the future we can see 
many opportunities ahead to at least 
double our timber production in the next 
15 or 20 years. Our forest resources have 
meant much to the past and present of 
South Carolina and the South. Our for- 
ests can be even more important in the 
future.” 


Blake T, Newton, Jr., President, Shen- 
andoah Life Insurance Company, Roa- 
noke: “The life insurance industry in the 
South is steadily becoming a more domi- 
nant factor in the region’s financial com- 
munity. It is interesting to me that of 
the over 1,200 life insurance companies 
in the United States, more than 750 of 
them are domiciled in the South. Wall 
Street, or in the broader sense the North- 
east, has always been thought of as the 
financial capital of our country, but we 
are rapidly coming into our own. 

“The tempo of new developments in 
life insurance is quickening as each year 
passes. The services offered by life in- 
surance companies both in the fields of 
financial protection for policyholders 
and providing investment dollars for in- 
dustry will be broadened to encompass 
and include all sections of society and 
all levels of business.” 

George W. Hubley, Jr., Commissioner, 
Kentucky Department of Economic De- 
velopment, Frankfort: “From all indica- 
tions, the South is taking lengthening 
strides in its march toward a position of 
economic equality with the nation as a 
whole, It is true that the recent recession 
slowed the manufacturing and business 
growth of the region but a strong re- 
covery trend already is discernible in 
many areas of basic economic develop- 
ment of the region.” 

G. E. Findley, Director of Research, 
Burrus Mills, Dallas: “From the stand- 
point of Burrus Mills the South is our 
future. The constant influx of northern 
population, drawn by milder climate and 
hopes for more than a big coal bill as a 
life’s aim, not only is improving our bus- 
iness, but the business of every industry 
below the Mason-Dixon Line. 

“Past years have indicated a steady 
growth in the consumption of flour and 
grain milling products. There has been 
some shift of emphasis in actual produc- 
tion of some particular products, but 
over all consumption is on a continual 
upswing. Improvement has been noted, 
not only in production facilities of the 
South’s flour mills, but bakers too have 
kept pace with the growing population. 

“As to the future, we can only see the 
stirrings of a great giant, and the com- 
ing years will doubtless make the im- 
portance of the South to the national 
economy even greater than our best 
prognosticators can foresee.” 

John N. Gibson, Director, Dade Coun- 
ty Development Department, Miami: 
“Metropolitan Miami, with 952,000 popu- 
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lation today will hit the one million mark 
before year’s end, within 15 years may be 
expected to be populated by nearly 2% 
million persons. 

“The area is developing, in its South 
Dade County area, a new metropolis due 
to have 50,000 population by 1960 and 1,- 
140,000 in 30 years, It is presently ex- 
ceeded only by New York and Chicago as 
a convention area, within the next few 
years should be the nation’s top conven- 
tion center; its Miami Beach Conven- 
tion Hall is today’s largest in the South, 
and it ranks 13th among America’s great 
metropolitan markets, third in retail pur- 
chases per family, first in buying income. 

“Because of its subtropical location, it 
is the nation’s last unlimited source of 
skilled and professional labor. Miami also 
is increasingly the area of industries with 
‘all work and no weight production.’ 
These businesses have the element of 
labor as predominant factor in their prod- 
uct cost analysis. They are ‘blue chip’ 
factors in this area’s economy, drawing 
subcontract function industries and, to- 
gether, are, by their physical characteris- 
tics, attractive and aesthetic assets to 
this area.” 


Arthur V. Weibel, President, Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Division, U. S. Steel Corp., 
Birmingham: “There is a revolution go- 
ing on in the South, but it has nothing 
to do with courts or Congress, laws or 
legislatures, The revolution of which I 
speak is economic in its nature, but it has 
sociological implications which far out- 
weigh anything you may have been read- 
ing about us recently. 

“The Southern states have many nat- 
ural advantages which make this region 
well suited for economic development. 
With only one-quarter of the land area 
and one-quarter of the population of the 
48 contiguous states, the South produces 
over half the nation’s minerals. 

“Other natural resources are the na- 
tion’s greatest average rainfall, the pres- 
ence of navigable waterways, mild 
climate and vast timber reserves. 

“Southerners have now become aware 
of their great natural heritage and their 
own potential for development and are 
working hard to bring about the indus- 
trial and economic growth of the region. 
At the turn of the century, the South 
had only nine per cent of the nation’s 
manufacturing facilities, but today it has 
22 per cent of American manufacturing 
plants.” 


Verne C. Kennedy, Jr., Executive Di- 
rector, University Research Institute, 
University of Oklahoma, Oklahoma City: 
“A dynamic and growing research pro- 
gram at The University of Oklahoma is 
assuming increasing importance in the 
economic and industrial welfare of Okla- 
homa and the Southwest. Research spon- 
sored by industry and government agen- 
cies is now a half-million dollar per year 
business at OU, and we are looking for- 
ward to further expansion, The Institute 
handles all contract research at OU, ap- 
plying the facilities and the outstanding 
faculty of the University to immediate 
‘practical’ problems as well as the search 
for basic knowledge. Projects now under- 
way range from designing an improved 
traffic counter to fundamental research 
in nuclear physics.” 
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Leroy C. Stewart, Manager, Atlanta 
Office, Dow Chemical Company: “Indus- 
trial development of the South during 
the past few years has been described by 
various expert observers with an assort- 
ment of adjectives ranging from ‘remark- 
able’ to ‘phenomenal.’ 

“The Dow Chemical Company, which 
has a remarkable growth record in its 
own right, belongs to the school of 
thought which believes the industrial 
potential of the South holds great 
promise. Dow’s new Louisiana Division 
at Plaquemine is over $65 million worth 
of tangible evidence of this belief, 

“Natural raw materials, good quality 
and quantity of labor are among the 
tangible attributes of the favorable 
‘climate’ which has spurred industrial 
growth in the South. In the chemical in- 
dustry, this growth has been reflected in 
increased demand for basic chemicals, 
plastics, synthetic fibers and magnesium. 
During the next few years, there should 
be further developments born of growth 
and progress. These developments might 
take the shape of (1) chemicals to in- 
crease the quality and quantity of crops 
through soil fumigation, weed and pest 
control; (2) chemicals to control disease 
and stimulate growth of livestock and 
poultry; (3) new and better building 
products based on plastics; (4) synthetic 
fibers for textiles of improved quality; 
and (5) improved light weight, heat re- 
sistant metal alloys and new and power- 
ful solid fuels to help man in his conquest 
of space.” 


Alfred S. Cleveland, Arthur D, Little, 
Inc., Washington, D. C.: “From the stand- 
point of the industrial development of a 
region, research can play many vital 
roles. First, through the development of 
new products and processes, the extent 
and efficiency of basic resource utiliza- 
tion can be vastly increased. Second, 
when essential resources are scarce or 
absent, technology can often develop ef- 
ficient substitutes, Third, after new in- 
dustries are established, research can 
help solve many operating problems and 
provide the basis for further growth. 
Fourth, through research a region or 
area seeking to accelerate its own eco- 
nomic development can identify the 
specific industries for which competitive 
advantages are available and develop ef- 
fective programs for attracting these in- 
dustries. Finally, research itself can be- 
come an important industry.” 


J. B. Converse, Chairman, J. B. Con- 
verse & Co., Mobile: “The industrial de- 
velopment of the South in the years ahead 
is definitely assured. The South has the 
natural resources, a favorable climate 
for individuals and corporations, a skilled 
labor force, technical leadership and wise 
educators, 

“The only help the South needs now is 
the removal from its midst of foreign 
agitators either in the ranks of private 
or public bodies. 

“The Southern Leadership is fully cog- 
nizant of any deficiencies that may exist 
with respect to the development of the 
South and will be able to handle these 
problems either economic or sociological 
to the best interest of the Nation and of 
this southern area especially, if permit- 
ted to do so.” 
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Donald S. Kennedy, President, Okla- 
homa Gas and Electric Company, Okla- 
homa City: “The area served by Okla- 
homa Gas and Electric Company con- 
tinues to be one of growth and progress. 
There is steady industrial expansion in 
the area, and residential and commercial 
building continues at a high level. Farm 
income for 1958 was strengthened by a 
bumper wheat crop, and livestock popu- 
lation is high with good prices, It is a 
prosperous area.” 


Dr. Frank A. Anderson, Chm., Dept. of 
Chemical Engineering, University of Mis- 
sissippi: “The rapid pace of industrializa- 
tion in the south will continue and will 
create new demands for college trained 
personnel, especially in the areas of 
science and technology. Steadily increas- 
ing numbers of southern-trained engi- 
neers and scientists will find good job 
opportunities available to them in the 
south and will remain for work careers 
in the south as a result. The export of 
the south’s most priceless possession— 
brainpower—will gradually be slowed to 
an acceptable level.” 


Frank A. Rose, President, University of 
Alabama: “For the first time in 100 years, 
Alabama, and all the South can see 
abundant living and genuine economic 
prosperity on the horizon. The signs are 
everywhere. We, at the University of 
Alabama, see new confidence, conviction 
and decisive action in the economic, cul- 
tural and social spheres of the South 
which have not been so pronounced since 
1860. 

“It is my belief that in the next 15 to 
20 years Alabama can become one of the 
10 most prosperous states in the entire 
country. It is quite possible that in only 
five states—New York, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, Illinois and California—will the 
standard of living exceed our own.” 


K, E. Biglane, Chief, Division of Water 
Pollution Control, State of Louisiana, 
Baton Rouge: “A major recent develop- 
ment in Louisiana is depicted by the re- 
surge of big industry along our major 
watersheds beginning in 1956. Metal ore 
refiners, petroleum refiners, petro-chemi- 
cal and other chemical manufacturers, 
large kraft and groundwood paper mills 
all found Louisiana to be just the right 
industrial climate they were looking for. 
Louisiana’s deep South sister states ap- 
parently had the same type of coercive 
charm for the trade journals spoke of 
more and more industry moving to the 
South Atlantic and Gulf Coast States. 

“Since the ‘complexes’ are creating new 
towns and cities, and skyrocketing the 
population sin the old towns and cities, 
increased demands on domestic water 
supplies must be met by cleaning up 
nearby watersheds that may be contami- 
nated. These watersheds may be affected 
by state or interstate contributors. In 
either case they must be readied for to- 
morrow’s consumer, This program has 
been initiated. The Louisiana license tag 
bears the phrase ‘Sportsmen’s Paradise.’ 
This is a present realism that we intend 
to develop further. 

“My confidence in the South’s future? 
Is this my big chance to say something 
for the ages? Then I’ll state what is ob- 
vious—The South is the future!”

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Dr. Allan T. Gwathmey, University of 
Virginia, Charlottesville: “One of the 
most active fields of science today is the 
Science of Metals, including both the 
physical and chemical properties of 
metals. Although this is a highly spe- 
cialized field, yet it is one which is and 
will have tremendous impact on industry 
of the future. Groups in both the Depart- 
ments of Chemistry and Physics at the 
University of Virginia are making ex- 
tensive studies in this new and exciting 
field. 

“In the next few years, I would predict 
that metals of greatly increased strength 
and of controlled chemical activity will 
be available. 

“Generally speaking, I have great con- 
fidence in the future of the South, but 
there is too little basic scientific research 
done in the South. No region can con- 
sider itself to be prosperous and well bal- 
anced when it has to depend on other 
parts of the nation for its basic scientific 
knowledge. I consider the greatest need 
in the South to be the development of 
centers where basic scientific research 
is carried out in which the fundamental 
laws of chemistry and physics are dis- 
covered. Applied research centers do not 
serve this purpose, although they are, of 
course, highly desirable.” 

Arthur H. Lynch, President, Arthur H. 
Lynch and Associates, Inc., Fort Myers, 
Fla.: “As a result of our very close con- 
tact with all of the commercial and gov- 
ernment developments through the State, 
we are convinced that the future of 
Florida, for the foreseeable future, is a 
particularly bright one, and we have 
every reason to believe that our efforts 
to provide the finest kind of service to 
our customers as well as to our prin- 
cipals, is going to result in a continued 
growth of our own business.”

“While the value of utilization research 
can’t be determined precisely, it can be 
stated that the annual value of the prod- 
ucts and processes inat have stemmed 
from USDA utilization research of the 
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last decade or so is several hundred mil- 
lion dollars. 

“The future holds promise of the de- 
velopment of a truly wash and wear cot- 
ton garment, water and oil repellent cot- 
ton clothing, a radically new type of card 
for cotton—the first real improvement in 
the carding operation in 75 years, new 
types of fats from cottonseed oil tailor- 
made for use in specific applications, new 
and better frozen foods, purees and con- 
centrates.” 


Robert W. Norris, Manager, Employee 
and Community Relations, Philip Mor- 
ris Inc., Richmond: “Philip Morris In- 
corporated will this summer move into 
a multi-million dollar research and de- 
velopment center in the outskirts of 
Richmond. 

“The McComas’ Research Center, 
named after the company’s late presi- 
dent, O. Parker McComas, is testimony 
not only to Philip Morris’ conviction that 
basic and applied research is a key to 
corporate progress, but to the company’s 
faith in the tremendous future of the 
South. 

“Philip Morris views the South’s fu- 
ture confidently, with the knowledge 
that PM men and women, as well as 
products, will play their part.” 


Thomas W. Martin, Chairman, Ala- 
bama Power Company, Birmingham: 
“Several years ago the prediction was 
made that 1,000 new industries a year 
would be established in the South for 
the next ten years. That statement was 
skeptically received by some; scoffed at 
by others; and yet the average new in- 
dustries established in the South for the 
past three years has been slightly over 
1,000 per year, which would seem to in- 
dicate that the prediction will be proven 
to have been accurate. This also is an in- 
dication that perhaps the observation of 
the writer a few years ago that ‘The last 
half of the twentieth century belongs to 
the South’ is likely to become a reality. 

“In the South exist the requisites for 
growth—great reservoirs of raw ma- 
terials, extensive networks, thriving con- 
sumer markets, research facilities, edu- 
cation, and adequate power facilities. 
Alabama Power Company during 1958 
completed, had under construction or au- 
thorized, $335,000,000 worth of generating 
plants and other facilities with an equal 
amount informally planned for comple- 
tion within the next ten years. This ten- 
year program of Alabama Power Com- 
pany will bring about the doubling of the 
Company’s facilities—in other words, in 
ten years as much growth is contem- 
plated as was experienced in forty pre- 
ceding years. 

“In the field of research, Southern Re- 
search Institute, established in 1941 with 
a director and several assistants in an old 
residence, now has grown to an organiza- 
tion of 304 persons, most of them scien- 
tists, operating in five modern buildings. 
The volume of research work done by the 
Institute amounted to $2,552,000 in 1958. 
Originally established principally to do 
industrial research, the Southern Insti- 
tute attracted top talent. The Institute 
thus gained the attention of persons and 
organizations also interested in health 
research. The Institute is now associated 
with the Sloan-Kettering Institute for 
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Cancer Research, and a large part of 
Southern Research Institute facilities are 
now devoted to cancer research.” 


Dr. William E. Trout, Jr., Chm. Dept. 
of Chemistry, University of Richmond, 
Richmond, Va.: “Chemical education has 
grown steadily and solidly in the South 
in recent years, Departments of chemis- 
try and chemical engineering have in- 
creased in size and both the quality and 
the quantity of their products—students 
~-have shown improvement. 

“Among the several factors responsi- 
ble for such progress are undoubtedly 
two: the expansion of industry and the 
establishment of government research 
agencies in the South. Of special signifi- 
cance is the growth or cooperation be- 
tween industry and education. The col- 
leges and universities have received 
from industry unprecedented amounts 
in unrestricted gifts, making possible 
salary increases that would otherwise 
have been virtually impossible. Industry 
and government sponsored research in 
colleges and universities has been bene- 
ficial to all concerned. 

“The next few years promise greater 
numbers of applicants for admission to 
colleges and universities, making possi- 
ble more critical selection of students, or 
expansion of enrollments, or both. There 
is indication of even greater mutual aid 
between industry and education. The 
prospect is good for greater and better 
research in colleges ana universities.” 


L. E. Ward, Jr., Industrial and Agri- 
cultural Manager, Norfolk and Western 
Railroad Company, Roanoke: “During 
the past decade the Norfolk and Western 
Railway has followed an aggressive pol- 
icy in building up its traffic through new 
industry and has helped locate more 
than a quarter-billion dollars of new in- 
dustrial plants on its lines. 

“Favored by an abundant supply of bi- 
tuminous coal, a reliable labor force, a 
plentiful water supply, a mild climate 
and ample electric power, the six-state 
area served by the Norfolk and Western 
Railway and promoted as ‘THE LAND 
OF PLENTY’ in its publications has 
practically unlimited opportunities for 
industrial growth. In the years 1948 
through 1958 industries already located 
in N&W territory spent more than $1.1 
billions enlarging and adding to their 
facilities. All told, since 1948 industry 
has invested more than $1.9 billions in 
N&W territory. 

“On the Norfolk and Western we in- 
tend to accelerate our industrial devel- 
opment program, being confident that 
the six-state area served by our railroad 
will in the 1960’s continue to make good 
progress industrially.” 


John Patterson, Governor, State of 
Alabama: “Industrial progress in Ala- 
bama is marked by four conditions which 
are bringing about what amounts to a 
modern industrial revolution. 

“One of these is the changed South- 
eastern market, including the Alabama 
market. In this area we have not only an 
urban population which has grown tre- 
mendously, but the per capita income 
has grown at an even more marked rate. 
In less than thirty years the average per 
capita income in Alabama has grown by 
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350 per cent, an increase that dwarfs the 
national average increase. 

“Another is the climate, which Ala- 
bama has had all the time, but which is 
now more appreciated than ever. This 
mild climate makes for economical opera- 
tion, and contributes to the contentment 
of a workforce which has more leisure 
than ever before. 

“A third factor is the potential work 
force. The transition from a predominant- 
ly agricultural economy to an industrial 
has made it necessary for thuosands of 
intelligent Alabamians to turn to indus- 
trial employment. The experience of 
those industries already located in Ala- 
bama proves that these people make an 
ideal work force, quick to learn new 
skills, anxious to give a full day’s work 
every day, and ready to contribute a full 
measure of loyalty to their employers. 

“Finally, in a period when many areas 
do not have the water that industry de- 
mands, Alabama is still using less than 
five per cent of its water potential. 

“In my opinion, nothing can stop the 
rapid industrial growth of a State which 
has all of these great advantages. The 
great industries which have moved in our 
State within the past decade are the 
forerunners of a greater industrial in- 
vasion of Alabama. I forecast an indus- 
trial boom of great proportions.” 


Leonard A. Gilbert, Manager, Chamber 
of Commerce, Anniston, Alabama: “Pros- 
pects for the continued progressive de- 
velopment of the State of Alabama in 
general, and northeast Alabama in par- 
ticular, are exceptionally bright for 1959. 

“The State Planning and Industrial De- 
velopment Board is in a position to 
render more service than ever before, not 
only in its efforts to interest industrial 
officials in locating in Alabama, but in 
its assistance to the hundreds of cities 
and towns which have developed indus- 
trial programs of their own. 

“Further, there is every indication that 
the great Alabama State Docks at Mobile 
will continue to expand its facilities in 
order to better serve this general area 
as one of the leading ports in the nation. 

“Here in Anniston and northeast Ala- 
bama, enthusiasm has been running high 
since the beginning of Alabama Power 
Company’s great development program 
on the Coosa River, which will cost in 
excess of one hundred million dollars. 
This program calls for the construction 
of five dams along the Coosa between 
Rome, Georgia, and Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. 

“This general area has already at- 
tracted many of the nation’s leading 
manufacturing enterprises. Citizens of 
the area are confident that the develop- 
ment will continue in 1959 and in the 
years immediately ahead.” 


Frank P. Samford, President, Liberty 
National Life Insurance Company, Bir- 
mingham, Alabama: “In my opinion one 
of the most important factors in the con- 
tinuing economic development of the 
South has been the growth of southern 
insurance companies. Not only do local 
companies provide local payrolls and pur- 
chase their operating supplies locally, 
but more importantly they provide local 
pools of capital for the financing of eco- 
nomic growth. 
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“Of course, investment capital tends to 
flow across state and regional lines to 
points of need, However, southern in- 
surance companies are naturally closer 
to the needs of the South and in a better 
position to invest in the South than are 
companies located in other regions of 
the country. 

“IT am confident that in the years ahead 
the insurance business will continue to 
develop in the South hand-in-hand with 
the development of other southern eco- 
nomic enterprises and that this develop- 
ment will continue to aid in improving 
our standard of living in the South.” 


Albert G. Sanders, Jr., Executive Di- 
rector, North Mississippi Industrial De- 
velopment Association, West Point: “In- 
dustrial progress in North Mississippi 
continued at an accelerated rate during 
1958. New manufacturing plants employ- 
ing 25 or more persons announced dur- 
ing the year total 19, which will provide 
jobs for 1750 persons with annual pay- 
rolls of $4,550,000, Plant investment is es- 
timated to be over 6% million dollars. 

“Major expansions were announced by 
11 North Mississippi industries, which 
will employ an additional 605 persons 
with annual payrolls at $1,573,000. The 
investment in these expansions will ex- 
ceed 1% million dollars for plants alone. 
Machinery investments would be sub- 
stantially greater. 

“Total industrial payrolls in North 
Mississippi in 1958 are estimated at $83,- 
434,700 as compared with total payrolls 
in 1957 of $77,309,000 and in 1950 indus- 
trial payrolls of $32,466,147. This indi- 
cates the rapid industrial growth occur- 
ring in North Mississippi. This area con- 
tinues to gain industrial payrolls which 
account for nearly one-half of Mississip- 
pi’s gain in industrial employment.” 


Dean M. P. Etheredge, Department of 
Chemistry, Mississippi State College, 
State College: “The founding fathers of 
many southern land-grant colleges set 
up departments of chemistry, for they 
felt that chemistry would be of service 
to agriculture. 

“If these founding fathers were living 
today they might think their drearas had 
come true, for almost every outstanding 
development in agriculture has been a 
chemical feat. 

“As most cellulose is grown in the 
South, it is only natural that 75 per cent 
of all rayon—viscose and celanese—is 
now produced in the South. Wood pulp— 
another natural product of this area—is 
on the increase. The true synthetic fibers 
come from methane, ethylene, ammonia, 
p-xylene, phenol and other chemicals 
‘indigenous’ to the South, The elasto- 
mer type polymer known as synthetic 
rubber is also best made in the South. 
The future of chemicals in the South 
could not be rosier. Regardless of wheth- 
er it is iron ore, bauxite or magnesium, 
from the sea, future expansions will be 
found in the South where the raw ma- 
terials are found. The same goes for 
petrochemicals. 

“The South also does well in compara- 
tive tax structure when compared to 
heavy industrial states like Michigan 
and New York. Cheaper fuel and elec- 
tricity has ever been the envy of other 
areas. Also, the soft water supply is al- 
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most unlimited over most of the South. 
Chemical-wise the South is moving fast, 
and it is only a very old man with ulcers 
who could be other than optimistic re- 
garding the future of the South.” 


Ben S. Gilmer, President, Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
Atlanta: ‘Telephone service has been ex- 
panded at a tremendous rate to keep 
pace with the South’s dynamic growth 
and help lead the way to still greater 
progress, 

“The 405 telephone companies in the 
South, including Southern Bell, have 
more than doubled the number of tele- 
phones in the relatively brief period of 
ten years. 

“Dial service is now provided for more 
than nine out of ten of the region’s 8,- 
000,000 telephones and in 12 cities users 
can dial many of their own long distance 
calls. Increasing numbers of coaxial ca- 
ble circuits and radio relay routes pro- 
vide electronic highways which carry a 
million long distance calls each day, to- 
gether with radio and television pro- 
grams, teletype messages and signals for 
remote control measurements and the 
transmission of data of many kinds. 

“The industry’s intensive research and 
development programs give promise of 
an even more exciting future for the art 
of telephony which will be translated 
into even greater convenience and scope 
of service for the residence, the business 
office, the farm and the factory.” 


C. F. Booth, President, Covington Fer- 
tilizer Company, Andalusia, Ala.: “The 
future of Southern Agriculture may be 
accepted as a certainty. The climate of 
the South permits year round agricul- 
tural activity. The needs of a growing 
national population for food and clothing 
must necessarily look Southward. With 
ever increasing fertilization, the farmers 
of the South will meet these needs, And 
eventually fertilizer manufacturers and 
farmers alike will be rewarded for a job 
well done. 

“The long term picture is particularly 
bright for those companies who own 
good phosphate and potash deposits. The 
supply of nitrogen which can be obtained 
from the atmosphere is inexhaustible, 
but there will not be any more phosphate 
and potash than now lies in the ground.” 


Walter W. Harper, Industrial Devel- 
opment Administrator, State of North 
Carolina, Raleigh: “The South has expe- 
rienced a remarkable industrial and eco- 
nomic growth during the post World 
War II period. North Carolina’s develop- 
ment is indicative of the progress which 
has been made, 

“In the last few years, the curve of in- 
dustrial development in the Tar Heel 
State has been steadily upward. North 
Carolina reached an all-time peak in 
1958. Commitments were made last year 
for 423 new plants and expansions with 
total investments of $253,074,000. These 
new and expanded plants will provide 
employment for 21,757 with an aggregate 
payroll of $72,633,000. 

“North Carolina and the South in 
many ways are ideaily situated to manu- 
facture component parts and other prod- 
ucts related to the rocket, missile and 
nuclear fields. These are some of the di- 
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rections that our industrial development 
might take in the future.” 


E. L. Kurth, President, Southland Pa- 
per Mills, Inc., Lufkin, Texas: “My field 
of activity is the production of news- 
print. Southland Paper Mills, Inc. was 
the first newsprint mill built in the 
South to use Southern Pine in the manu- 
facture of newsprint, In 1940 we man- 
ufactured approximately 30,000 tons. 
There has been more or less expansion 
activity by our company for the last 
eighteen years, Since 1955 we have add- 
ed two large newsprint machines, having 
a capacity of 170,000 tons at a cost of 
some $36 million. 

“As you know, three other companies 
have built plants to manufacture news- 
print in the last ten years and the total 
potential production in the South today 
is more than 1,100,000 tons annually. This 
has been a rapid development and I 
would think that for the next several 
years there will be no further construc- 
tion of newsprint mills in the South. As 
the industry has expanded greatly in 
Canada and the West Coast regions, it 
will probably take several years for de- 
mand to catch up with capacity. It is 
my opinion, however, that within a pe- 
riod of, say, three or four years addi- 
tional mills in the United States and 
Canada will be planned and built. 

“I have every confidence in the future 
of the great South and Southwest, should 
our government cease to fan inflationary 
fires by deficit spending, and should a 
more workable tax law be enacted with 
some lower taxes, if possible, assessed 
against business, then we will continue 
the rapid progress that has been made 
in the last decade or two in the develop- 
ment of our great region.” 


Dr. George D. Palmer, School of 
Chemistry, University of Alabama, Uni- 
versity: “1. Progress has been made in 
applied and governmental research in 
the South since 1940, when the S.A.S.I. 
was founded. However, with few excep- 
tions, the also highly essential non-gov- 
ernmental graduate research in our edu- 
cational institutions of the South has not 
kept pace with the rest of the nation. 

“2. There appears to be no limit to the 
applications of chemistry, physics, and 
other sciences. 

“3. I believe that economically, the 
South will continue to progress faster 
than the rest of the nation for many years 
to come, and that greater interest will be 
shown by industrialists in non-govern- 
mental graduate research in our educa- 
tional institutions.” 


W. C. Windsor, Jr., President, Windsor 
Properties, Inc., Dallas: “For the South- 
west 1958 was an outstanding year of 
progress, 

“Agriculture and ranching completed 
their recovery from the drouth which 
ended in 1957. This area’s economy is now 
40 per cent agricultural, An appreciation 
of its importance is necessary to under- 
stand the high degree of optimism with 
which we view 1959. 

“The past year has seen the announce- 
ment of major industrial districts for 
most of the metropolitan areas in this 
region. The rapid growth of the South- 
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west through industrialization is assured 
for 1959 by announcements already made. 

“The years ahead for this area should 
be characterized by a tremendous in- 
crease in regional manufacturing facili- 
ties. The trend in this direction is already 
apparent and each rise in transportation 
costs gives impetus to its growth. In- 
creasingly, management is aware of the 
importance behind the words ‘political 
climate.’ We feel that most areas of the 
Southwest represent the political en- 
vironment required by industry for the 
most efficient use of their resources. The 
progress of those already located here 
should prove an important guide to other 
areas of the nation.” 


E. Emmet Reid, Professor Emeritus, 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore: 
“To the universities we must go for ad- 
vances in scientific research and for the 
training of those who are to carry it on. 
Within the last two or three decades 
southern institutions have made great 
progress in both of these. In the nearly 
300 visits that I have made, since 1936, 
to a number of southern institutions I 
have had the pleasure of observing this 
at close range. 

“New knowledge must be appreciated 
and applied by industrialists to be effec- 
tive. Southern industrialists have caught 
the vision of what better methods can 
do for them and have gone forward in 
its application. The Southern Association 
of Science and Industry was created to 
bring together scientists and _ indus- 
trialists and has rendered a unique serv- 
ice in doing this. It has fostered the 
founding of research institutes for in- 
dustrial applications of scientific dis- 
coveries. The Southern Research Insti- 
tute in Birmingham has been an im- 
portant factor in southern industrial 
progress. 

“For the future the order is for full 
speed ahead, The South must continue 
to increase its sales of finished products 
manufactured from its own abundant re- 
sources, rather than furnish raw ma- 
terials for others to upgrade. The pulp 
industry has moved south; the growing 
of pine trees must expand, as Herty pro- 
posed, The dairy industry will come 
south where the cows can graze on green 
grass most of the year.” 


Shields Johnson, Vice President, Times- 


World Corp., Ronaoke: “Astounding 
growth of communications is indicative 
of the good new days which lie ahead for 
the South. Take newspaper circulation, 
which is an excellent index as to the 
growth of markets. 

“In the nine states of the Southeast— 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia—the 
growth of daily newspaper circulation 
has outstripped the national growth by 
more than three to one in the past three 
years. Daily circulation of newspapers in 
the United States last year reached 57,- 
418,311, a gain of 1,271,311 over 1955. This 
was a gain of 2.2 per cent. In the tier of 
nine states listed, daily mewspapers 
gained in the three years from 6,847,039 
to 7,338,953, a gain of 491,914, or 7.1 per 
cent. This meant that the Southeast ac- 
counted in three years for 38 per cent of 
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the total daily newspaper gain in the 
United States. 

“Go back to 1935 and you will find total 
circulation daily in the United States was 
34,147,000, and in the nine Southeastern 
states, 3,319,229. This means that in the 
past 23 years there has been a 70 per cent 
gain in daily newspaper circulation in the 
nation, but 121 per cent in the South- 
east.” 


M. E. Grant, Executive Vice President, 
Plantation Pipe Line Company, Atlanta: 
“There is somewhat of an analogy be- 
tween the growth of Plantation Pipe 
Line Company and the southeastern sec- 
tion of our country. Since 1942, this Com- 
pany has increased its capacity to meet 
the requirements of the petroleum mar- 
keting companies using the pipeline sys- 
tem, from 60,000 barrels per day of re- 
fined products to 332,000 barrels per day. 
This growth should be considered in the 
light that the Plantation system tra- 
verses an area extending from the east- 
ern part of Louisiana through North 
Carolina and lying between the Atlantic 
Seaboard and the Mississippi and its 
tributaries, and is not the sole carrier 
of liquid refined petroleum products 
throughout the entire area. Also con- 
sider the tremendous growth of other 
types of energy sources for this region 
as supplied by the electric power and 
natural gas industries. 

“We expect this region to continue to 
grow, not as rapidly as the decade fol- 
lowing World War II, but certainly at a 
steady pace for sometime in the future. 
To take care of our part in the expected 
rise in energy requirements, we have 
planned and on the drawing board ex- 
pansion projects that can be undertaken 
over the next ten years as conditions in- 
dicate. We anticipate that we will be 
pumping in the 400,000 barrels per day 
range sometime in the sixties.’ 


Jack Compton, Technical Director, In- 
stitute of Textile Technology, Charlottes- 
ville, Va.: “The vast textile industry of 
the South, encouraged by significant ad- 
vances in sales and production during 
the last few months of 1958, started the 
new year with optimism and sights set 
much higher than they have been in 
many years. It is, however, an uneasy 
optimism because of the many problems 
that confront the industry which must 
be solved to insure a healthy economy. 

“With most of the U. S. synthetic tex- 
tile fibers and all of the U. S. cotton now 
being produced below the Mason and 
Dixon Line, as well as the machines for 
processing the fibers, the South is truly 
the textile center of the world. Further 
automation and quality control aids can 
be expected in the immediate future so 
that a ‘touch-button’ machine into which 
a bale of fiber can be fed at one end 
and finished fabric delivered at the other 
is no longer fantasy. 

“The textile industry in the South is 
great because the people are well adapted 
to this industry; making capable man- 
agers and employees, since they are in- 
telligent, energetic, ambitious, courteous, 
and have a desire to cooperate. This com- 
bined with an ideal climate and abundant 
sources of power insures a bright future 
for the textile industry in the South for 
many years.” 
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Arthur V. Wiebel, president, 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Divi- 
sion, U. S. Steel Corporation, 
Birmingham. 


F. J. Mayo, President Ingalls Shipbuild- 
ing Corp. Birmingham: “The deep 
South is manifesting itself as an attrac- 
tion to industry and making rapid prog- 
ress in industrial growth. Our state of 
Mississippi, alone, has doubled its indus- 
trial employment in the last eight years 
which demonstrates its progress and ag- 
gressive approach to the development of 
industry in the south. Since the adoption 
of Mississippi's ‘Balance Agriculture with 
Industry’ program, industrial develop- 
ment has forged steadily ahead. The 
‘B.A.W.I.’ program was strongly influen- 
tial in the relocation of the Ingalls Ship- 
building Corporation to the Gulf Coast 
of Mississippi where our shipyard has

grown to become the states largest in- 
dustry and the largest shipbuilding con- 
cern in the deep south. This was the birth 
place of the new Moore-McCormack 
luxury liners, the SS Brasil and the SS 
Argentina which have recently gone in- 
to passenger service. These are the larg- 
est and most modern liners ever built in 
the deep south. 


“In April of this year we will launch 
the conventionally powered USS Blue- 
back, the first Submarine launched in the 
deep South since the Hunley was built 
by the Confederate Navy in 1864. This 
event will be closely followed by the 
launching of the nuclear powered sub- 
marine, the USS Sculpin, another first 
for the deep south. 

“Healthful climate, good working con- 
ditions and a continuation of coopera- 
tive Management-employee relations will 
make the South an even greater attrac- 
tion to industry. The transition from an 
agricultural economy to the creation of 
a favorable industrial climate has been a 
direct result of positive and aggressive 
thinking.” 


Thomas B. Crumpler, Chairman of 
Chemistry, Tulane University, New Or- 
leans: “In recent years the chemistry 
departments of southern universities 
have made tremendous advances in both 
teaching and research. Salary increases 
and improvement of physical facilities 
are enabling southern schools to keep 
teachers of national stature. Much re- 
mains to be done in these directions and 
the support of foundations and indus- 
tries in further expansion must be forth- 
coming if progress is to continue. 

“The growth of chemical industry will 
continue to require larger numbers of 
chemists at both the B.S. and Ph.D. 
levels. Southern universities are becom- 
ing increasingly conscious of the need for 
more intensive programs of study for the 
gifted student. Our manpower resources 
must be developed to the highest possi- 
ble efficiency. 

“With continuing and improved coop- 
eration between education and industry, 
it would not be in the least presumptuous 
to predict that we can solve the problem 
of some of our best native talent feeling 
compelled to go to eastern universities 
for their scientific training.” 
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Dean C. F. Korstain, School of For- 
estry, Duke University, Durham: “The 
South, which for far too long a time 
lagged the Nation in industrial develop- 
ment generally is now surging to the 
forefront, the forest industries not ex- 
cepted. The progress made during the 
past two or three decades in the applica- 
tion of sound forestry practices to forest 
lands, particularly the larger tracts of 
industrially owned forest lands is little 
short of phenomenal. 

“The change-over from the original 
cut-out-and-get-out practice to the adop- 
tion of sustained-yield management 
policies, especially applicable to lands 
owned by forest industries in need of a 
ready and continuous supply of raw ma- 
terial to keep their plants operating 
without unnecessary interruptions, did 
not just happen the way in which the 
legendary Topsy grew up. 

“Significant results of research in for- 
estry and related fields have contributed 
in no small way to the development of 
better timber-growing and _ utilization 
practices. Increased efforts in this area 
are also a must in order that research 
can get ahead of application and then 
maintain its necessary function in sup- 
plying the needs of the growers of for- 
ests and plant managers utilizing their 
products.” 


Dr. Robert B. Bennett, Professor of 
Chemical Engineering, University of 
Florida, Gainesville: “Extensive data on 
the relative progress of the South leaves 
no doubt concerning the fact that the 
percentage improvement in almost every 
field has been greater than for any other 
section of the U. S. In education, manu- 
facturing, average income, and a few 
other categories we should be the first to 
admit that part of this has merely 
brought us up to the national per capita 
average. In the production of agricul- 
tural and mineral raw materials, howev- 
er, we continue to lead the nation.” 


B. C. McCaffree, Executive Director, 
Committee of 100, Jacksonville: “Jack- 
sonville, Florida’s Gateway City and its 
industrial pioneer, has long been iden- 
tified as a center of manufacturing and 
distribution. The city is also a major in- 
surance center, frequently called ‘The 
Hartford of the South.’ Its port is the 
busiest in the South Atlantic, with sail- 
ings to over 100 world ports.” 


C. L. Emerson, Consulting Engineer, 
A. Thomas Bradbury & Associates, At- 
lanta: “We are a part of the design pro- 
fession of the building industry. This 
industry has held up very well nationally 
during the late unlamented recession. 
In the southeast my impression is that 
1958 was a better year than 1957. 

“Of course, all other types of commer- 
cial and public buildings expand as in- 
dustry expands, Architects and engineers 
draw their clients from such expansion 
and the trend seems to be toward using 
professional people for planning rather 
than having an unplanned project con- 
structed by some contractor.” 


Stanley A. Arbingast, Assistant Direc- 
tor, Bureau of Business Research, The 
University of Texas: ‘To the state of 
Texas, the word ‘frontier’ has had a 
special meaning for over 400 years. 
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Texas was a frontier in the days of the 
Spanish conquistadores, and in 1959 it is 
still a frontier—not of exploration or 
pioneer settlement, but of modern indus- 
try and technology. The Texas frontier 
of today is charged with a sense of ex- 
pansiveness, for its industrial growth 
has been both dynamic and spectacular; 
many of its factories are large and repre- 
sent substantial sums in capital invest- 
ment. 

“In recent years Texas has exceeded 
the national average in all manufactur- 
ing growth indices: value added by 
manufacture, expenditures for new plant 
and equipment, and the number of per- 
sons employed in industry. There is no 
indication that the rate of growth will 
decline, for new technological develop- 
ment along with a vast resource potential 
has created new bases for the economy 
in a state that, in 1900, was still strongly 
dependent on cattle, cotton, and lum- 
ber.” 


C. M. Nicholson, Jr., Commissioner, 
Division of Industrial Development, State 
of Virginia: “During 1958 increased in- 
terest in industrial activity and expan- 
sion was experienced throughout Vir- 
ginia. Closer cooperation among all area 
development agencies including public 
utilities, chambers of commerce, state 
and local agencies was undertaken. The 
number of local industrial development 
corporations in the state was increased 
and numerous communities formed in- 
dustrial groups to better their economy. 
Under an act of the 1958 General Assem- 
bly the State Division of Planning and 


Economic Development was renamed the 
Division of Industrial Development, and 
its staff of two field representatives was 
increased to five. At the same time the 
state’s program of industrial and tourist 
advertising was accelerated and will ap- 
pear in more national periodicals. 

“In spite of the 1957 recession which 
continued into the early months of 1958, 
Virginia manufacturing enterprise con- 
tinued to grow, with 62 new plants com- 
mencing operation within the year. This 
was the largest number to open in a 
single year since 1954. 

“In addition to new manufacturing 
firms, there were a number of major ex- 
pansions in established plants during the 
year, representing many millions of dol- 
lars invested in additional floor space, 
machinery and other equipment.” 


DeWitt O. Myatt, Manager of Develop- 
ment, Atlantic Research Corp., Alex- 
andria, Va.: “The use of research organ- 
izations to meet the staggering technical 
objectives of the Space Age has greatly 
strengthened the scientific resources of 
the South in the past year. In 1958, the 
growth came largely from government 
sponsors. However, the progressive ele- 
ments of Southern industry, which paid 
their share of the taxes that increased 
the Southern research asset, stand to 
gain a good return by using it to power 
their own future growth. The creative 
power of research is high: the National 
Science Foundation has estimated that 
$100 spent in research has produced re- 
turns averaging $100 to $200 per year 
over the past 25 years. 


“Since 1949, Atlantic Research Corpor- 
ation’s rocket research services have 
made it a rocket company as well as a 
research service. The rocket industry is 
yet in its adolescence. Rocket and missile 
work in the south is almost certain to 
continue its startling pace. The new em- 
phasis being given to space flight prob- 
lems will add now-strange scientific part- 
ners to the chemical rocket experts. 
Specialists in such fields as thermoelec- 
tric materials, magnetohydrodynamics, 
gas plasmas, closed-cycle biology, and 
exotic design will create the engineering 
answer for our space programs, Southern 
technical schools will have an eager mar- 
ket for the engineer-scientists trained in 
their classrooms and laboratories. 

“Science and high technology activities 
in the South appear to have the brightest 
prospects conceivable for as far into the 
future as the imagination can foresee.” 


Warren T. White, Assistant Vice Pres- 
ident, Seaboard Air Line Railroad Com- 
pany, Richmond: “Industrial develop- 
ment in the South in recent decades has 
been outstanding. Success in this field 
can be attributed mainly to two factors 
one, natural resources and advantages 
for profitable manufacturing in the re- 
gion and, two, activities of various agen- 
cies in the promotion of industrial de- 
velopment in the region. Industrial 
growth experienced in the South in re- 
cent years has been characterized by wide 
diversification. In Seaboard territory an 
outstanding example of this industrial 
growth is afforded by the pulp and paper 
industry where more than two billion 
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Thomas Martin, chairman of 
the board, Alabama Power 
Company, and a trustee of Commission, 
SASI. SASI regional 


dollars have been invested in productive 
plant capacity and timberlands by the 
majority of the large pulp and paper com- 
panies in the country. Other important 
developments have been the establish- 
ment of cement plants, chemical plants, 
manufacturers of synthetic fibers, textile 
finishing and processing plants. 

Dr. Walter B. Jones, State Geologist, 
University, Ala.: “The availability of 
facts on the natural resources in any 
state controls the economic and indus- 
trial development of that state. Natural 
resources in Alabama that have played 
an important part in our economic de- 
velopment include oil, gas, coal, iron ore, 
ground and surface water, etc. The occur- 
rence of these natural resources are con- 
trolled in a large part by the geology. 
A thorough knowledge of the geology is 
therefore a prerequisite to the future 
development and conservation of these 
natural resources. To expedite the study 
of these natural resources in Alabama, 
there are 31 full-time geologists, 1 paleon- 
tologist, 3 engineers, and 1 geographer 
working with the Geological Survey of 
Alabama and the U. S. Geological Survey 
in the study of the geology and natural 
resources,” 

Marvin T. Edmison, Professor and Di- 
rector of The Research Foundation, Okla- 
homa State University, Stillwater: “I 
think anyone who has had more than just 
a very casual acquaintance with the 
South over the past ten to fifteen years is 
well aware of the great advances that 
have been made in research. These ad- 
vances are reflected in expanded indus- 
trial laboratories, the rapid rise of inde- 
pendent research laboratories, and in 
greatly-increased programs of graduate 
training and research in our universities. 

“The location in the South of many of 
the most desirable space and missile 
ranges, the rapid growth of industry in 
the region, and the exploitation of new 
sources of energy all point to increased 
need in support for research and grad- 
uate training in the South. I am confident 
that this growth will continue. However, 
there are barriers to overcome, e.g., 
graduate training and research continue 
to suffer from lack of facilities and staff 
time. Unless qualified research professors 
can be relieved of a significant portion 
of their teaching and committee work 
and provided with adequate facilities, 
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Don Crislip, director, West Vir- Dr. 
ginia Industrial and Publicity 
Charleston, and 


George Palmer, of the 
University of Alabama, is sec- 
retary of the Southern Associa- 


vice president. tion of Science and Industry. 


university research and training of grad- 
uate students will fall short of the de- 
mand. Unless we are willing to pay the 
cost, we cannot expect to reap the 
profits.” 

Dr. John R. Sampey, Furman Univer- 
sity, Greenville, South Carolina: “The 
growth of basic scientific research in the 
South is one of the least publicized, yet 
most significant factors in the develop- 
ment of this area. From basic research 
are born the new industries of tomor- 
row, the most fruitful discoveries in 
agriculture, and revolutionary advances 
of modern medicine, The future prosper- 
ity of the South rests more upon the 
quality and quantity of fundamental 
scientific research than upon any other 
activity. 

“Colleges and universities carry the 
burden of basic scientific investigations. 
Laboratories of industry and govern- 
ment are concerned chiefly with the de- 
velopment and exploration of applied 
research problems. 

“The amazing expansion of basic scien- 
tific research in universities in the South 
presents the most promising challenge 
for continued leadership in the exciting 
years to come in our space-minded and 
nuclear-powered age.” 

Buford Ellington, Governor, State of 
Tennessee: ‘These are truly days of 
great progress in the entire South. Every 
day sees the arrival of new industry or 
the expansion of one of our old indus- 
trial friends, And more important, there 
are sound economic reasons for these 
decisions to locate in the Southland. In- 
dustries are not coming here simply be- 
cause they like us, although of course 
we hope they do, but because it can be 
demonstrated that they can do business 
profitably in our part of the country. I 
think this trend, from the traditionally 
agricultural economy of the Old South 
to a modern industrial center, with its 
resulting changes in the lives of our 
people, is one of the most significant 
developments of our lifetime. 

“This change, however, presents a seri- 
ous challenge to government at all levels. 
We must reflect the changing habits and 
attitudes of our people in every func- 
tion of government: education, health 
and related services, resource conserva- 
tion, and all the other functions in which 
government affects the daily lives of our 
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citizens. This must be true of govern- 
ment at all levels, state, country and 
city. We must strive constantly to com- 
bine the best of the old with the best of 
the new. 

“I have no doubt the new era of the 
South has just begun. I think that every 
day the present trend will continue and 
will gain momentum, until our grand- 
children will marvel at the quaint way 
in which their grandparents lived. I am 
certain that two generations in the new 
South will unfold changes even greater 
than the past two generations.” 


Dr. William G. Pollard, Executive Di- 
rector, Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies, Oak Ridge, Tennessee: “The Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Studies was 
organized in 1946, with 14 southern uni- 
versities forming a nonprofit educational 
corporation to provide a framework for 
academic participation in the atomic- 
energy research program. 

“The first educational research reactor 
in the United States was built in the 
South, and other nuclear facilities in in- 
creasing numbers are following on other 
southern campuses. Southern universities 
are revising their curricula to include 
atomic-age sciences. Multitudinous re- 
search grants from government organi- 
zations and private foundations attest to 
national confidence in the region’s scien- 
tific competence, and the support of 
southern industry that has been particu- 
larly manifest in the past few years is 
especially heartening as an expression 
of the same sort of confidence within 
our own ranks. 

“The Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies, of course, has faith in the scien- 
tific life of the South—that is the Insti- 
tute’s original reason for being.” 


Ivan Allen, Jr., President, Ivan Allen 
Company, Atlanta: “A rapidly changing 
agricultural economy has highlighted de- 
velopments in the business field in the 
Southeast during recent years. Here, the 
necessity for added business, industry 
and commerce has been accentuated in 
order to provide work for a decreasing 
agricultural population. 

“Necessity, on one hand, supplemented 
by improved educational understandings 
have created the fundamentals that will 
continue to attract business and industry 
to this section. 

“The future will see further increases 
in the new agricultural addition of the 
pine tree, the broiler industry and beef 
cattle. While at the same time, business 
and industry will move forward keeping 
ahead of our market and purchasing 
power increase, and fully utilizing the 
natural resources of the region.” 

Paul W. Miller, Manager, Industrial 
Bureau, Atlanta Chamber of Commerce: 
“Atlanta’s continued economic growth 
accurately reflects the steady industrial 
and overall business expansion that has 
taken place all over the South since 
World War II. 

“Instead of leveling off, the impact of 
the South’s steady growth still shows up 
daily in all parts of Greater Atlanta. Lo- 
cal developers led the way for placing a 
great portion of the postwar factories 
and warehouses in planned, landscaped 
industrial districts. Now commonplace 
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in urban centers all over the South, these 
convenient, suburban districts are the 
location of about 80 per cent of Atlanta’s 
new or expanded industries and store- 
houses since the mid-1940s. 

“Recent studies by the Atlanta Cham- 
ber’s Industrial Bureau show a prosper- 
ous market in the Southeast comprising 
more than 23 million persons. The inter- 
esting part about it is the fact that more 
than nine million of these people are now 
living in the 29 officially designated 
metropolitan areas that dot the South.” 


Luther H. Hodges, Governor, State of 
North Carolina: “I think the South is be- 
ginning to come into its own and has a 
tremendous future. It has the responsi- 
bility for seeing that it is prepared for 
further industrialization and diversifica- 
tion, The whole South is changing rap- 
idly from an agricultural economy to a 
proper mixture of agriculture and indus- 
try. 

“In North Carolina we have had three 
years in a row of increased industriali- 
zation, both from the coming of new 
firms and the expansion of the wonderful 
companies that are already established 
here. Not only are we getting a good va- 
riety of leading industries in textiles, to- 
bacco, manufacturing and furniture, but 
we are also getting chemicals, metals and 
other things in great numbers. In 1958, 
there was invested in North Carolina in 
new and expanded industry over one 
quarter billion dollars, with approximate- 
ly seventy-five million dollars in payrolls. 

“We expect a continuing development 
along these lines with increased variety 
of new industry and expansion of our 
present ones. We are close to the large 
markets of the East and we are getting 
tremendous additions of food processing, 
including large amounts of broiler proc- 
essing. We have moved up to second 
place in the Nation in the past year in 
broiler production.” 


F. R. Darkis, Director of Research, 
Liggett and Myers Tobacco Company, 
Durham, North Carolina: “Extensive 
claims that tobacco smoke is a serious 
health hazard have been made by a small 
number of investigators during the past 
few years. These claims have stimulated 
a large volume of intensive research into 
the nature of the human habit of tobacco 
smoking, the characteristics of the com- 
bustion of tobacco during the smoking of 
a cigarette, the physical and chemical 
composition of the aerosol known as to- 
bacco smoke, the separation and identi- 
fication of numerous chemical compo- 
nents of smoke, and the physiological ac- 
tion, if any, of these components on liv- 
ing tissue. 

“In order to pursue studies of this na- 
ture it has been necessary not only to 
use well-trained personnel and expensive 
equipment and facilities but also to ex- 
plore and develop new methodology. 

“If it should be clearly demonstrated 
that certain specific components of smoke 
are hazardous, it may be possible to elim- 
inate them either by modifying the proc- 
ess of combustion of the tobacco or by 
changing the tobacco tissue by manipu- 
lation of the genetic pattern of the to- 
bacco plant. 

“Advanced work on these problems is 
in progress in the laboratories of the Ag- 
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ricultural Experiment Stations, the to- 
bacco manufacturing industry, the uni- 
versities, and medical institutions in the 
South, Numerous publications covering 
portions of this work from each type of 
laboratory have appeared in the techni- 
cal literature during the past few years. 

“The laborato:: facilities and person- 
nel of five of the major segments of the 
tobacco manufacturing industry located 
in the Southeast have either undergone 
major expansion within the past three 
years or are undergoing it at present. 

“It appears likely that means will be 
developed within the coming years that 
will make it possible to make significant 
alterations in both the psychological and 
physiological effects of tobacco smoke if 
it should be proved that some of the re- 
cently made claims are valid. 

“The tobacco industry plays a very im- 
portant part in the economy of the South 
and I am confident that it will continue 
to do so.” 


Dr. Edwin D. Harrison, President, 
Georgia Institute of Technology, At- 
lanta: “During this year, research at 
Georgia Tech—both basic and applied— 
reached a new high. Both dollar volume 
and number of projects—the usual 
though not the ultimate indications of 
research effectiveness—showed large in- 
creases over the previous record year of 
1956-57, The research volume, $2,383,000 
was 20 per cent above the $1,960,000 vol- 
ume last year. The number of projects 
increased at a similar rate. 

“In an important way, Georgia Tech is 
contributing to the industrial and scien- 
tific strength of the South. Well over 
half of the previous employees and grad- 
uate students who worked part-time at 
the Engineering Experiment Station 
have remained with firms in Georgia and 
other Southern states. Many of these 
alumni have advanced degrees, along 
with extensive, practical experience in 
research and engineering. They repre- 
sent a manpower source that is extreme- 
ly valuable to the South, especially in 
these times of great national demand for 
skilled technologists.” 


L. V. Sutton, President and Board 
Chairman, Carolina Power & Light Com- 
pany, Raleigh: “Carolina Power & Light 
Company is typical in the South, We put 
into service last year the largest single 
generating unit in our history; next year 
we will install a generator of still larger 
size. To this improved operating effi- 
ciency, the Company this year added 
the economy of an automatic electronic 
computer and generation controller. By 
loading the five major generating plants 
for the most efficient combination, this 
electronic ‘brain’ will accomplish sub- 
stantial savings in fuel costs and line 
losses. 

“Predicting the future is hazardous, 
but our confidence in the Carolinas is 
reflected in our construction budget— 
$30,000,000 for this year and $125,000,000 or 
more for the five years, 1959-63. Projects 
include a 250,000-horsepower generating 
unit due in service in South Carolina in 
the spring of 1960, a 33,000-horsepower 
addition to a North Carolina hydroelec- 
tric plant in 1961 and still other units in 
1962 and 1964 for sites not yet selected. 

“In both North and South Carolina 
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plans for record investments in new and 
expanded industrial plants were an- 
nounced during 1958, with a long-wel- 
comed diversity of operations. The region 
enjoys peace between management and 
labor, and the pace of industria] develop- 
ment is expected to continue.” 


Curt Siegelin, Executive Director, 
Louisiana State Department of Com- 
merce and Industry, Baton Rouge: 
“Louisiana has been expanding industri- 
ally at the rate of over $900,000 every 24 
hours during the past three years. Since 
1956, total investment in new and ex- 
panding industrial installations has gone 
beyond the one billion dollar mark. This 
recent growth has been a part of the con- 
tinuing industrial development in Louisi- 
ana. Since the end of World War II, a 
total of more than two billion dollars has 
been invested in new and expanding 
manufacturing plants. 

“The bulk of this growth has been in 
primary metals and basic petrochemical 
plant construction in the Lake Charles 
area and along both banks of the Mis- 
sissippi River between Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans. Since chemical companies 
are their own best customers, these plants 
are attracting other primary producers 
to this area. In addition, this growth has 
already resulted in a large influx of serv- 
ice industries and satellite plants into 
the state.” 


Paul Huey, Vice President, The Pro- 
gressive Farmer, Birmingham: “Cash 
farm income in the 16 Southern states 
broke the $10 billion barrier for the first 
time in 1958. Southern farm income 
amounting to $10,016,000,000 represented 
a gain of 15 per cent. or $1,311,000,000 
over 1957. In comparison with the South’s 
gain of 15 per cent, the Nation gained 
12 per cent and regions outside the South 
gained 10 per cent in cash farm income.” 


J. R. Gaugler, Vice President, Central 
Louisiana and Gas Company, Inc., La- 
fayette: “Utility sales, both gas and elec- 
tric, throughout Louisiana, during 1958 
kept pace with the growth of the State 
despite the fact that the first three quar- 
ters of the year did not present an en- 
couraging picture in many phases of 
business. Reports from the various pri- 
vately-owned operating utilities indicate 
that appliance sales generally exceeded 
quotas. This was also true in the com- 
mercial field, where one of the best years 
ever experienced was reflected in the sale 
of air-conditioning, commercial cooking 
equipment, lighting and other commer- 
cial equipment.” 


Clarence H. Osthagen, Vice President 
and Exec. Dir., Tidewater Virginia De- 
velopment Council, Norfolk: “The most 
significant recent progress in Tidewater 
Virginia has been the acute awareness 
of the public and its leaders of the need 
for economic diversification. The aware- 
ness has been expressed in cooperative 
and collective action on a nation-wide 
scale. The promotion and development 
of the many natural advantages and as- 
sets of Tidewater have been warmly re- 
ceived by national industrial and busi- 
ness interests.” 


J. P. Coleman, Governor, State of Mis- 
sissippi: “Mississippi in the past three 
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years has welcomed almost 200 new in- 
dustries, while over 100 others have ex- 
panded. This is just part of a continuing 
program of industrialization which has 
seen Mississippi balance its agricultural 
economy with industrial payrolls in dra- 
matic fashion since the thirties. 

“We expect this transition to continue 
at an even faster pace in the years to 
come, especially now that we have estab- 
lished a State Industrial Research Center, 
working with our two universities and 
other fact-finding agencies to supply 
every industrial prospect with the infor- 
mation it needs for a final decision on 
new plant location. 

“For the region as a whole, I think the 
South is fully aware of the promising 
prospects of the future and intends to 
realize this potential to the fullest.” 


Owen Cooper, Executive Vice Presi- 
dent, Mississippi Chemical Corp., Yazoo 
City: “As is generally known, the chemi- 
cal industry continues to make phenome- 
nal advances in the South. As is true 
throughout the entire chemical industry 
and particularly true in the fertilizer in- 
dustry, synthetic nitrogen capacity con- 
tinues to expand. Likewise, facilities for 
converting phosphate rock into super 
phosphate, triple super phosphate, phos- 
phoric acid and ammonium phosphates 
are expanding. Productive capacity for 
potash is also expanding. 

“It is anticipated that the food and 
fibre requirements of our rapidly expand- 
ing population, together with our export 
commitments, will be met in the foresee- 
able future by expanded agricultural pro- 
duction. Part of this production will come 
from putting idle acres back to work and 
part will come from increased production 
per acre resulting largely from increased 
applications of plant foods, most of which 
will be chemically produced.” 


Clayton McLendon, Vice President, 
Citizens & Southern National Bank, At- 
lanta: “Change, growth and development, 
and prosperity are most descriptive of 
what I expect from the South in the 
years immediately ahead. Despite the 
amazing industrial growth of the region 
since World War II, I think that 1960 will 
actually be the beginning of a new growth 
era for this section, and not the end, The 
decade of the sixties should be one of 
even greater growth and prosperity for 
the South than that from 1950 to 1960, 
which is indeed going some.” 


Dr. C. A. Basore, Head, Dept. of Chem- 
feal Engineering, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn: “Recent activity in the 
South has included new plants for non- 
ferrous metals, particularly aluminum 
and titanium. Nickel and cobalt are now 
being recovered in Louisiana from Cuban 
ore. Rare metals have been recovered 
from Florida sands. A few of the develop- 
ments in the heavy chemical field include 
new plants for ceramics, glass, fertilizers, 
sulphuric acid, caustic and chlorine and 
sodium chlorate. 

“Paper plants in several localities have 
increased output in the last few years. 
Relatively new oil fields in Alabama and 
Mississippi and off shore gulf fields have 
increased the need for new refineries. 
Further development has taken place in 
the petrochemical field.” 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


Erle Cocke, Jr., Vice President, Delta 
Air Lines, Atlanta: “Speaking in Atlanta 
recently a prominent insurance executive 
declared that the ‘second half of the 
twentieth century belongs to the South.’ 
There is every reason to accept this 
statement by Carroll M. Shanks, presi- 
dent of the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany, as an accurate and conservative 
appraisal of the South’s potential. 

“The region’s vast untapped resources, 
its great energy sources, its reservoir of 
skilled, stable manpower, the dynamic 
qualities of the area as an expanding 
market, the efficiency of its transporta- 
tion networks, and the momentum of an 
already well-advanced industrialization 
program insure for Dixie a position of 
economic leadership. 

“Industries moving south are locating 
in areas which have good commercial air 
services. The fact that Delta Air Lines in 
1958 registered a 33 per cent increase in 
airfreight proves that the needs of these 
new industries are geared to air trans- 
port. 

“Unlimited opportunities are open to 
Dixie youth who stay home and seize 
the chance which is theirs to shape the 
future of their region.” 


R. L. Bond, Manager, Research and 
Development Dept., Tennessee Corp., 
College Park, Ga.: “Although the major- 
ity of industrial research organizations 
are still concentrated in the large metro- 
politan areas of the northeast and mid- 
west, there are increasingly large num- 
bers of research organizations being es- 
tablished in the south. In 1950 there were 
approximately 234 research laboratories 
operating in eleven southern states em- 
ploying about 10,500 people. In 1956 this 
number had increased to 380 research 
laboratories with resultant increase in 
employment. This was approximately 
a 60 per cent increase in research estab- 
lishments within a six year period and 
indicates a trend toward further growth 
of research in the south. 

“Increased shift of population from 
farms to industrial areas will result in 
the need for more efficient agricultural 
methods and the research organizations 
will meet this need by providing more 
effective agricultural chemicals to in- 
crease yields and reduce disease losses. 

“There is every reason to believe that 
in the next decade, the south will serious- 
ly challenge other regions of the country 
for leadership in population growth, in- 
dustrial growth, and economic growth.” 


Albert B, Chandler, Governor, State 
of Kentucky: “On recent and future pro- 
gress in my field of the development of 
the Southern region, I would like to say 
that Kentucky is runing ahead of the 
national average in attracting a stable 
type of industrial development. Increased 
control and better usage of our large 
supply of surface water has made Ken- 
tucky more attractive for tourists. The 
State Government has increased its fi- 
nancial aid to public education in the 
hope that a combined effort with local 
schools will produce higher standards 
in elementary and secondary education. 
Also, improved and expanded facilities 
are being provided for all State institu- 
tions of higher learning. Kentucky, more- 
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over, is under way in carrying out its 
plans for a system of roads and modern 
highways which will improve immensely 
the transportation and communications 
situation. 

“Kentucky is participating in regional 
programs embracing preservation of the 
natural resources of the region, abate- 
ment of stream pollution, and providing 
for educational research. The future of 
the Southern region lies in building a 
firm foundation which can accommodate 
our expanding modern industrial soci- 
ety.” 


Frank S. Goodman, Field Sales Engi- 
neer, Carrier Conveyor Corp., Louisville: 
“Here is why Carrier Conveyor Corpora- 
tion is enthusiastic about the South. 
During the past two years, a period con- 
sidered by many to have been slow for 
business, our sales increased 30 per cent. 
The sales of our Southern representa- 
tives increased 280 per cent. 

“The folowing industries use our me- 
chanical vibrating equipment: cement, 
chemical, aluminum, steel, foundry, to- 
bacco and mining. While some of these 
industries have curtailed expansions 
during the last three years, the slack 
has been taken up by other industries. 
This is especially true in the South. 

“Carrier Conveyor Corporation, a nine 
year old company, has become the coun- 
try’s largest manufacturer of mechenical 
vibrating conveyors, feeders, and process 
equipment. NATURAL FREQUENCY 
vibrating equipment is our only prod- 
uct.” 


Ray E. Bisha, General Industrial Agent, 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, Louisville: “I believe that the 
Southeastern section of the United 
States, which is extensively served by 
the L&N RR, will continue to attract new 
industry developments with particular 
opportunities in the rubber, metal fabri- 
cating and chemical lines. I believe, also, 
that there will be further developments 
in non-ferrous metals production, The 
attention being given to the Gulf Coast 
area for magnesite production in connec- 
tion with refractory materials produc- 
tion is also one of the new trends in this 
area’s industrial diversification. Alto- 
gether, I cannot help but feel that very 
substantial industrial developments will 
continue to occur within the South and 
that it will not be at all unrealistic to 
think in terms of the 3,000 new industry 
operations being established in the area 
within the next ten years, such as was 
prophesied in the report made to you 
and Dr. Soday about a year ago to the 
Southern Governors Conference. 

“Within the past two months there 
has been a resurgence of activity and 
very substantial interest expressed by a 
number of industries in new site develop- 
ments and it is bound to follow that the 
South will share very substantially in 
the total gains which appear certain to 
result.” 


B. R. Fuller, Jr., Executive Director, 
Florida Development Commission, Talla- 
hassee: “We in Florida are completely 
confident that the South will continue to 
march forward in the future, just as it 
has in the years since World War II. And 
we are equally convinced that our state 
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will remain the region’s economic pace- 
maker, just as it has in the immediate 
past. 

“Against an index figure of 100 for the 
1947-48 period, Florida’s index for all 
non-farm employment was 180 during 
December of 1958. Three states tied for 
the runner-up position in this category 
with 127. The Florida December index 
for manufacturing employment also was 
180. And in manufacturing payrolls, the 
figure was a whopping 304. 

“As to the future, we in Florida feel 
extremely optimistic, For one thing, our 
state is currently the fastest growing 
consumer market in the United States— 
a factor that will inevitably make Flor- 


ida plant locations increasingly attractive 
to manufacturers who want to build close 
to the largest possible number of pros- 
pective customers. 

“Finally, much of Florida's recent in- 
dustrial progress has been in such 
growth fields as chemicals and elec- 
tronics, Addtional expansion certainly 
can be expected in these and in others.” 


A. P. Black, Department of Chemistry, 
University of Florida, Gainesville: “In 
my opinion the most important develop- 
ment in the field of water resources in 
the south is the increasing trend of our 
southern states toward the adoption of 
water conservation legislation and the 
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establishment of regulatory boards or 
commissions, This is all the more note- 
worthy because of the great wealth of 
natural water resources which the south 
possesses. Many articles published in re- 
cent years have pointed out that in aver- 
age annual rainfall and in total run-off 
it leads ail other regions of the United 
States by a wide margin. It also possesses 
enormous ground water reserves, largely 
undeveloped, It further finds itself in 
the fortunate position of withdrawing 
and using far less of its available water 
than any other great region of the 
country. Our southern states are realiz- 
ing that the time to solve water prob- 
lems is before they arise—that foresight 
is much better and much safer than 
hindsight. Mississippi, in 1956, was the 
first of the 31 states east of the Missis- 
sippi River to adopt the Doctrine of 
Prior Appropriations governing the use 
of its surface waters. Within very re- 
cent years at least seven state—-Tennes- 
see, Kentucky, Georgia, Florida, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, and Texas—have 
created water boards, commissions, or 
other state agencies to study or admin- 
ister water resources. In the heavily 
industrialized east and Gulf coast sec- 
tions of Texas where water problems 
have become acute in recent years im- 
portant basic studies are being carried 
out on the re-use of water. These studies 
indicate that in this area alone reclaim- 
able waste water available in 1954 was 
263 billion gallons (810 thousand acre- 
feet) and that by 2010 A.D. this will in- 
crease to approximately 1200 billion gal- 
lons.” 


Phillip W. Moore, President, First Re- 
search Corp., Miami: “That the South is 
coming of age, economically, and that 
Southern management and busines enter- 
prise have entered a new and progres- 
sive phase is evidenced nowhere else 
more clearly than in the field of market 
research and economic studies. 

“Our firm has had the opportunity of 
working with Southern management in 
this field over the past ten years, and in 
this past year more interest has been 
concretely evidenced in this complex 
field than in any prior year, Such interest 
in this new field of business consulting 
springing up in a year of recession is it- 
self indicative of the new progressiveness 
and maturity of Southern business man- 
agement. In manufacturing, in banking, 
in service businesses and in distributive 
businesses, we noticed a distinct sense of 
widening markets, of broadening interest 
in fields beyond the South and indeed 
beyond the borders of the United States 
itself. This is not surprising, in that the 
South is now producing not only pro- 
ductive but consumer goods, but it does 
attest to a new momentum in Southern 
economic progress, which means that 
evaluation of the exterior forces which 
affect markets and prices and distribu- 
tion itself are being studied by Southern 
management people who recognize not 
only the complexity of modern business, 
and its growing competitiveness, but 
who also recognize what basic business 
research and a scientific approach to 
business problems can produce. 

“Since the creation of a basic distribu- 
tion pattern, encompasing the South it- 
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self and its contiguous and competitive 
exterior markets is the mark of a truly 
mature economy, one can almost say that 
the South in the important test year of 
1958 has just about come of economic 
age.” 

Ernest Vandiver, Governor, State of 
Georgia: “During the next four years 
this administration will continue to wage 
a movement to bring new industries into 
our state and to promote the construc- 
tion of new factories and expanded mills 
by local capital. 

“The Georgia Department of Com- 
merce, which is a part of the Executive 
Department, is organizing an efficient 
staff to prosecute this movement and to 
expand and accelerate it. We are par- 
ticularly eager to locate new industries 
in those counties of the state which have 
suffered recently from migration of pop- 
ulation to the urban centers. 

“Like an advertisement we once car- 
ried in your publication entitled ‘Georgia 
Has Everything’ this state has all the 
natural resources, the transportation, 
electric power, water supplies, reservoirs 
of workers, favorable taxes, financing 
facilities and other advantages needed to 
make industrial operation successful. 

“We are hopeful of building a large 
industrial potential in our state which 
will balance the excellent agricultural 
operations. We invite correspondence 
with all persons interested in obtaining 
a site for industry in this state.” 

Albert E. Forster, President, Hercules 
Powder Company, Wilmington, Del.: 
“Hercules Powder Company has operat- 
ed plants for the production of chemical 
materials in the South for almost all of 
its corporate life. In 1920, eight years 
after the company was formed, construc- 
tion began on the first Hercules plant in 
the South. Ever since, the company has 
increased its investment, the number of 
its employes, and the variety of chemi- 
cals produced in its southern plants, un- 
til today this one section of the nation 
alone contributes substantially to the 
$236 million of net sales and operating 
revenues recorded in 1958. 

“The South is an increasingly valuable 
market for Hercules products, such as 
the insecticide toxaphene ani other ag- 
ricultural chemicals; dimethyl terephtha- 
late and polypropylene for textile fibers, 
as well as other chemicals for the textile 
industry; a wide variety of products for 
the paper and plastics industries; and, of 
course, dynamite for mining, quarrying, 
ditching, and seismic exploration. 

“The confidence of Hercules in the fu- 
ture of this area can best be expressed 
by plans, carefully worked out by the 
company, for further expansion in defi- 
nite product lines, if market research 
now being carried out continues to yield 
favorable results.” 

Dr. Carl Tabb Bahner, Carson New- 
man College, Jefferson City, Tenn.: “The 
past twenty-five years have seen a re- 
markable increase in the productivity of 
fundamental research in institutions in 
the South. Universities that had little 
research interest twenty-five years ago 
now have vigorous research programs 
under capable leaders assisted by eager 
students. Several of the liberal arts col- 
leges that ranked highest in chemical re- 
search during the past ten years, as

measured by the number of publications 
abstracted in Chemical Abstracts, are 
Southern colleges. 

“Great government laboratories like 
the Oak Ridge National Laboratories are 
carrying on basic research that is recog- 
nized around the world. The Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory’s Biology Division 
alone was the source of more than 200 
published papers in 1958. Tennessee has 
become the site of conferences which 
each year attract leading scientists from 
all parts of the world, kegion u meetings, 
such as the Southeastern Association of 
Biologists and the Southeastern Regional 
Meeting of the American Chemical So- 
ciety are almost as well attended as some 
national meetings were twenty-five years 
ago. Scientific research in the South 
promises to continue to expand.” 

J. D. Smith, Chief Chemist, Interna- 
tional Lubricant Corp., New Orleans: 
“Progress in the field of lubrication has 
not necessarily been a regional matter. 
Tremendous progress has been made 
during and since World War II in our 
field and we certainly like to believe that 
much of this progress has originated in 
our Southern facilities. As an example, 
during this period International Lubri- 
cant has pioneered in the field of multi- 
purpose greases which to date mostly 
have been based on lithium hydroxy 
stearate soaps as thickeners. This use 
was developed and fully patented by our 
company. 

“Current. and future developments in 
the field of lubrication involve a very 
important part of our entire technologi- 
cal advance, Our modern machines, rang- 


ing from our automobiles, our factories, 
our jet aircraft to our guided missiles, 
demand lubricants which possess proper- 
ties unheard of a few short years ago. 

“Thus, so far as our field of activity is 
concerned—as well as related fields—we 
have the utmost confidence in the future 
of our region. With the increasing in- 
dustrialization of the southern part of 
the country, our market potential be- 
comes greater and for any number of 
reasons we see no immediate limit to the 
increasing industrialization of the South. 
While these reasons have been enumer- 
ated many times, from our point of view 
they still involve a better climate, a bet- 
ter labor pool, a better labor relations 
atmosphere, abundant source of raw ma- 
terials, and a proximity to an expanding 
market. Therefore, I am confident that 
the future does look bright for our re- 
gion.” 

Hanor A. Webb, Professor of Chemistry 
and Science Education, Emeritus, George 
Peabody College for Teachers, Nashville, 
Tennessee: ‘As the South’s scientific 
technology and research develop, train- 
ing the necessary skills must keep up 
with the progress. Those who serve well 
must be taught well. 

“Advances in the South’s technology 
will be described in other Reports in 
these columns. I believe a large number 
of the Region’s educational institutions 
are fully alert to their responsibilities. 
The presence of great new laboratories, 
such as Oak Ridge and Tullahoma in 
Tennessee, Redstone in Alabama, and 
others established in general research, 
have stimulated certain Southern col- 


leges and universities to extensive ex- 
pansion of their programs.” 

Dr. Gail L. Carver, Professor Emeritus, 
Mercer University, Macon, Ga: “During 
the past fifteen years the South has made 
phenomenal progress. Wood processing 
industries are providing markets and 
values making it worthwhile to raise 
timber as a crop. Timber genetics and 
other research investigations will have 
a great favorable influence on the value 
of Georgia's 23 million acres of timbered 
land and that of the other ten Southern 
states.” 

Allen H. Douglas, Executive Director, 
Committee of 100, Augusta: “The year 
1958 was the most progressive, from a 
standpoint of announcements and job 
opportunities, which the Augusta area 
has experienced due to private invest- 
ments, 

“Augusta was fortunate in obtaining 
four new industries and a large expan- 
sion by an existing industry last year. 
One of these, the Continental Can Com- 
pany, announced the location of a $45,- 
000,000 bleached sulphate paperboard 
mill, which is the largest, single indus- 
trial investment by private capital ever 
made in the State of Georgia, This, to- 
gether with our other announcements, 
account for approximately $55,000,000 of 
planned industrial expansion in this area 
during 1958. 

“The availability of large quantities of 
water, proximity to raw materials and 
markets, combined with Augusta’s trans- 
portation system, were some of the prime 
considerations given to this area by in- 
dustry.”

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ALABAMA 


In area Alabama consists of 51,609 square 
miles of which 51,078 are land and 531 water. 
Of the 3 million people now inhabiting the 
state, nearly all are native born. Population 
in 1959 totaled 3,211,000; in 1950, 3,062,000: 
in 1940, 2,833,000; in 1930, 2,646,000; in 
1920, 2,348,000; in 1910, 2,138,000. 

Among Southern states Alabama ranks first 
in production of primary metals, and high 
in raw mineral output of various kinds. Chief 
raw materials are cotton and peanuts, coal 
and iron ore. 

Topographically the State presents unique 
diversification. In the extreme south is the 
coastline along the Gulf of Mexico with flat 
sandy land. Somewhat farther north begins 
a stretch of land known as the Black Belt 
which is extremely fertile. Still farther north 
is the coal and iron bearing section. The 
northern part of the state makes up part of 
the Tennessee Valley region and displays 
great scenic beauty. 

The Secretary of The Southern Associa- 
tion of Science and Industry is Dr. George 
Palmer of the Department of Chemistry, Uni- 
versity of Alabama. Dr. Palmer was the first 
president of the association. Trustees of the 
Association from Alabama are: Leonard A. 
Gilbert, Manager, Anniston Chamber of Com- 
merce, state Vice-President; William Murray, 
Director, Southern Research Institute; James 
F. Crist, Vice-President, The Southern Com- 
pany; Dr. Milton H. Fies, Alabama Power 
Company; Dr. Stewart J. Lloyd, University 
of Alabama: Thomas W. Martin, Alabama 
Power Company; P. W. Robson, Plant Man- 
ager, Wolverine Tube; A. V. Wiebel, Presi- 
dent, Tennessee Coal & Iron Co.; Colonel 
Harry M. Ayers, The Anniston Star; A. W. 
Vogtle, Vice-President, DeBardeleben Coal 
Corporation, Birmingham.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


ARKANSAS 


Arkansas’ current 


governor is Orval E. 
Faubus Democrat. 
Little Rock is the state 
capital. 


Named after an Indian tribe of the same 
name, Arkansas has an area of 53,102 square 
miles of which 52,725 are land and 377 are 
water. Most of the 1,766,000 inhabitants are 
native stock as were their parents and grand- 
parents. In 1950 population was 1,910,000; in 
1940 it was 1,941,000; in 1930, 1,854,000; 
in 1920, 1,752,000 and in 1910, 1,574,000. 

Arkansas ranks high in output of mineral 
and forest products and is fast expanding 
heavy industry to process abundant raw ma- 
terials into finished goods. Chief raw mate- 
rials are cotton and rice, timber, coal bauxite 
and petroleum. 

Topographically the State falls into four 
general sections: the rk Mountains 
stretching across the northern part; next 
southward the broad, fertile Arkansas River 
Valley; then the Ouachita Mountains in the 
south. Along the eastern border of the state 
lies the Mississippi River Valley, rich in cot- 
ton, corn, rice and sweet potatoes.

Florida, the Sunshine State, also the Penin- 
sula State, extends deeply southward in the 
Atlantic Ocean to form the most southerly 
state of the South and of the United States 
as well. 

In area the state is made up of 54,262 
square miles of land and 4,298 square miles 
of water to constitute a total of 58,560 square 
miles. 

In population, Florida is now third in the 
South and twentieth in the nation. Present 
population is 4,442,000, a great gain over the 
2,771,000 in 1950; 1,897,000 in 1940; 1,468,- 
000 in 1930; 968,000 in 1920; and 753,000 
in 1910. 

Chief raw materials are sugar cane, citrus 
fruits and tobacco, and phosphate rock. With 
substantial forest resources, Florida is a large 
producer of pulpwood, lumber and resinous 
chemicals. Also, the state produces in quan- 
tity most of the other agricultural products 
produced by Southern states, such as livestock 
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products, vegetables both for fresh market and 
for canning, and to a large extent field crops. 
Finally, fresh water resources are among the 
best in the nation. 

Topographically, the state is level and flat 
with a series of sand bars and islands along 
the east coast and with many bays and in- 
dentations along the west coast. On both 
coasts have been built some of the most noted 
resorts of the world. Off the southern tip of 
the Peninsula is a curving chain of islands 
called the Florida Keys, the most noted of 
which is Key West. Connecting the keys and 
mainland is the largest over-sea bridge in the 
world. 

In the interior, Florida has many thousand 
of lakes and the largest remaining subtropical 
wilderness in the United States, the Ever- 
glades.

In area the State consists of 58,876 square 
miles of which 58,518 are land and 358 are 
water. The state motto is Wisdom, Justice, 
Moderation; the state flower is the Cherokee 
Rose. 


The state falls into three general] sections 
topographically. The northern part consti- 
tutes part of the long Appalachian range o 
mountains. In Georgia these mountains are 
known as the Blue Ridge. The region is 
highly scenic and rich in timber resources. 
Some of the finest marble in the Nation is 
to be found there. 


Central Georgia is a plateau. This is the 
most densely populated section and the part 
of the state with greatest industrial develop- 
ment. The entire southern part of Georgia 
is a low plain reaching down to the Atlantic 
on the East and to Florida in the South. This 
section is rich in agricultural products and 
timber, and also is a recreational region of 
considerable note. 


In population Georgia is making substan- 
tial growth. Present inhabitants number 
3,818,000; in 1950 the number was 3,445,000; 
in 1940, 3,124,000; in 1930, 2,909,000; in 
1920, 2,896,000; and in 1910, 2,609,000. 


Chief raw materials are cotton and pea- 
nuts, clays and stone.

The state embraces an area of 40,598 square 
miles, including 417 miles of water surface, 
situated in the heart of the Ohio River Valley. 
It is bounded on the north by the Ohio River, 
which lies within the state for nearly 700 
miles, and on the west by the Mississippi 
River, and is veined by a number of smaller 
streams, including the Tennessee cnd Cumber- 
land Rivers. 

Topographically, the state presents con- 
siderable variations. The eastern quarter, 
which abounds with coal and timber, is moun- 
tainous and extensively cut by streams. The 
Bluegrass region, occupying the north-cen- 
tral part of the state, is composed of an outer 
area characterized by knobby hill country 
and a larger center portion of rich rolling 
upland, famed for tobacco and thoroughbred 
horse farms. The south central and western 
sections range from rocky hillsides to rolling 
and level land, and contain numerous caves 
and abundant surface and ground water sup- 
plies. In the northwest is a second major coal 
field, smaller and of lower relief than the 
eastern. 

The state’s population in 1958 was esti- 
mated at 3,080,000, an increase of 22,700 
since the 1950 census. The inhabitants are 
almost all native born and about one-third 
are classified as living in urban areas. The 
state is divided into 120 counties and has 
three metropolitan areas: Jefferson County, 
which includes Louisville; Campbell and 
Kenton Counties, which include Covington 
and Newport; and Boyd County, which in- 
cludes Ashland. 

The principal mineral resources of Ken- 
tucky are coal, petroleum, natural gas, lime- 
stone, fluorspar, clay, glass sands, and con- 
struction sands and gravel. In value of min- 
eral output, the state ranks fifth among the 
sixteen Southern states and eighth in the 
nation; in coal alone it is the nation’s third 
largest producer. The most important agri- 
cultural products are tobacco, livestock and 
corn. Timber is another leading resource.

Named after King Louis XIV of France, 
Louisiana ranks high in the South in trade, 
both foreign and domestic. Chief raw ma- 
terials are cotton, rice and sugar cane, 
petroleum and sulphur. The state holds third 
rank in the Nation in production of crude 
oil, being led only by Texas and California. 
New Orleans is one of the leading ports of

the United States. 

Area consists of 48,523 square miles, made 
up of 45,177 of land and 3,346 of water. The 
state motto is Union, Justice, Confidence; the 
state flower is Magnolia Blossom. 

In population, Louisiana is making good 
progress. Present population numbers 3,110,- 
000; and in 1950 the number was 2,684,000; 
in 1940, 2,364,000; in 1930, 2,102,000; in 
1920, 1,799,000; and in 1910, 1,656,000 

The state, generally, is a low-lying plain, 
so low that levees along the Mississippi River 
are necessary. Marshy in some areas, but ex- 
tremely fertile throughout, great harvests of 
rice and sugar cane contribute mightily to 
derived income. 

In the northern portion the topography 
rises considerably, and to a large degree be- 
comes rolling and scenic. Timber is an 
abundant resource in this section and dairy 
farms dot the landscape. More sweet potatoes 
are grown in Louisiana than in any other 
state.

Maryland's current 
governor is J. Millard 
Tawes, Democrat. The 
capital of the state is 
Annapolis. 


There are 10,577 square miles embraced in 
Maryland, 9,887 being land and 690 being 
water. Population is growing with a current 
count of 2,956,000. 

The Chesapeake Bay divides the state into 
two parts. The region around the Bay is a 
coastal plain with fine harbors along the in- 
dented shore. Fisheries are of prime im- 
portance in this section with oysters, bluefish. 
bass and other varieties abounding. The soil 
of this section also is very fertile making it 
ideal for crop and truck farming. 


The rest of the state falls into two general 
sections. In the north central part is the 
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Piedmount plateau, noted for Prosperous 
dairy farms. The western part rises to the 
level of the Appalachian Range, with high 
hills and deep valleys. Mining is a leading 
industry in that section. Baltimore is one 
of the great ports of world trade.

MISSISSIPPI 


Mississippi's current 


governor is J. P. 
Coleman, Democrat 
who began a _ four- 
year term on January 
17, 1956. The state 


capital is Jackson. 


In area the state covers 47,716 square miles 
of which 47,420 are land and 296 are water. 
In population there has been some loss in 
recent years as numbers of farm workers have 
migrated to industrial centers to take part 
in the postwar boom. Population now num- 
bers 2,186,000, against 2,179,000 in 1950; 
2,184,000 in 1940; 2,010,000 in 1930; 1,791,- 
000 in 1920 and 1,797,000 in 1910. 

Mississippi is made up, for the most part, 
of hills and rolling prairies. Generally fertile 
throughout, the most fertile section is found 
in the Mississippi Delta in the southwestern 
part and in the entire Mississippi Valley 
along the western border. 

In the central portion are uplands known 
as the North Central Hills where peanuts 
and a variety of fruits flourish. In the north- 
east are the Tennessee Hills, highest point 
in the state. Timber is an important resource 
of this section. Southward from this high 
point is found a rolling grassland section 
where cattle raising is becoming more and 
more important. In the southeastern part of 
the state is what is known as the Piney Wood 
section, with rich output of lumber, turpen- 
tine and tar. Chief raw materials are cotton 
and corn, timber and petroleum. 


Along the Gulf coast are sandy meadows 
with watery inlets that are ideal for fishing. 
Many vacation resorts have sprung up in this 
area, which contains the longest manmade 
beach in the world—26 miles long.

North Carolina's cur- 
rent governor is Lu- 
ther H. Hodges, 
Democrat.

Tar Heel State has 49,142 square miles of 
land and 4,570 square miles of water to con- 
stitute a total of 53,712 square miles. The 
population in 1940 was 3,571,000 and by 1950 
had increased to 4,039,000. The estimated 
population for 1958 was 4,549,000. 


Among the Southern states North Carolina 
ranks first in tobacco, textile, lumber and 
furniture manufacturers. Principal raw ma- 
terials are cotton, tobacco, peanuts, tungsten 
and sand-gravel. 

North Carolina falls readily into three 
nearly equal sections. The eastern part is a 
broad coastal plain where tobacco, cotton 
and peanuts flourish. Along the coast are 
many inlets, and these usually have around 
them vacation resorts. Cape Hatteras, a 
rugged sandbar extending far into the At- 
lantic Ocean, is a well-known land-mark. The 
central portion is a fertile rolling plateau 
often spoken of as the Piedmont section. This 
is the most populous part of the state, and 
here also is located the greatest plant capacity 
for heavy industry. The western portion is 
mountainous—high and rugged—with great 
scenic beauty and flourishing summer resorts. 
The mountains in this section are among the 
highest of the South.

Oklahoma is held in high rank in agricul- 
tural and mineral output. Chief raw materials 
are livestock, wheat, coal, zinc and_petro- 
leum. In area, the State embraces 69,919 
square miles, of which 69,283 are land, and 
636 are water. Population count in 1958 was 
2,285,000. 

More than 100,000 Indians live in the state 
—mere than in any other of the 48 states. 
This, is largely by reason of the fact that be- 
fore admission to the Union the area now 
embraced in the state served as a territory 
sheltering the five Civilized Indian Tribes— 
Cherokee, Choctaw, Chickasaw, Creek and 
Seminole. 

Oklahoma is mostly a rolling prairie, but 
with the exception that the extreme eastern 
part contains low parts of the Ozark and 
Ouachita Mountains. These are covered with 
dense forests and in part contain rich oil de 
posits. Most of the rest of the state is made 
up of large ranches engaged in cattle rais- 
ing or wheat growing.

Inhabitants numbered 2,404,000 in 1958; 2.- 
117,000 in 1950; 1,900,000 in 1940; 1,739,000 
in 1930; 1,684,000 in 1920; and 1,515,000 in 
1910. 

South Carolina ranks high both in the 
South and Nation in textile manufacture. 
Once largely agricultural, in industrial struc- 
ture, the state has paced the South in recent 
years in manufacturing development; most 
of this gain has been in textiles. Chief 
raw materials are cotton and tobacco, sand, 
gravel and stone. 

Topographically, the eastern two-thirds of 
the state is a coastal plain, with large por- 
tions covered with forest. From this plain 
the land level rises gradually to the Pied- 
mont region in the northwest.

Tennessee’s area consists of 42,246 square 
miles of which 41,961 are land and 285 are 
water. In population growth the state is doing 
very well. Number of inhabitants was 3,469,- 
000 in 1958; 3,292,000 in 1950; 2,916,000 in 
1940; 2,617,000 in 1930; 2,338,000 in 1920; 
and 2,185,000 in 1910. Chief raw materials 
are cotton and corn, coal, copper and stone. 

Tennessee divides naturally into three re- 
gions. In eastern Tennessee are two moun- 
tain ranges, the Great Smokies, and the 
Cumberlands with the Valley of East Tennes- 
see between. This is the valley of the Ten- 
nessee River, home of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the first atomic energy center 
at Oak Ridge. Mining and lumbering are the 
principal industries of this region. 

Central Tennessee is a high plateau sur- 
rounded by other highlands, rich in good 
farm lands and in raw materials of many 
kinds. Western Tennessee lies in the Missis- 
sippi River Valley confines and is low and 
flat. It is a great cotton growing region.

Texas is the second largest state, con- 
sisting of 267,339 square miles—263,644 land 
and 3,695 water. In population the state dis- 
plays excellent growth. Number of inhabitants 
in 1958 was 9,377,000; in 1950, 7,678,000; in 
1940, 6,415,000; in 1930, 5,825,000; in 1920, 
4,663,000; and in 1910, 3,897,000. 

Texas leads the South in practically all 
categories of domestic trade, and vies with 
Maryland and Louisiana for leadership in 
foreign trade. Chief raw materials are live- 
stock and cotton, sulphur and petroleum.

Virginia covers 40,815 square miles, of 
which 39.899 are land and 916 are water. 
Population shows steady growth. Count of 
inhabitants in 1958 totaled 3.935.000: in 
1950, 3.319.000: in 1940. 2.678.000: in 1930, 
2.422.000: in 1920, 2,309,000: and in 1910, 
2.062.000. Chief raw materials are tobacco 
and corn. coal and copner.

coastal plain known as the Tidewater region. 
Tobacco and truck crops flourish in this area. 
The area also contains important cities in- 
cluding Norfolk, Richmond, Portsmouth, and 
Newport News. Shipbuilding and tobacco 
manufacturing are important industries in 
this area. Fastest growing industry, however, 
is chemical manufacturing. 

The central part of the state is a plateau 
with fine grazing lands and thriving dairy 
farms. Tobacco and corn are the principal 
crops. 


Western Virginia, where Richmond and 
Roanoke are located, is a center of great 
diversity of manufactures. In the Western 
Virginia area are cotton mills, mechanical 
industries, tobacco processing, chemicals, 
furniture, shoemaking, textiles, and_ elec- 
tronics installations. Danville is the chief 
leaf processing center for tobbacco in the 
State. The famous Blue Ridge and Allegheny 
Mountains form a broad fertile valley in 
which fruit growing and poultry raising flour- 
ish. Most of Virginia’s rich mineral deposits 
are found in the western section.

In area the Mountaineer State takes in 
24,181 square miles, of which 24,000 are land 
and 181 are water. With respect to popula- 
tion the state is just about holding its own. 
Inhabitants in 1958 numbered 1,969,000; in 
1950, 2,006,000; in 1940, 1,902,000; in 1930, 
1,729,000; in 1920, 1,464,000; and in 1910, 
1,221,00. 

The Allegheny Mountains separate West 
Virginia from Virginia and supply both 
states with valuable deposits of coal. West 
Virginia is sometimes called the Panhandle 
State because of two panhandle areas within 
its boundaries. One such area is in the east, 
the other in the north. The eastern panhandle 
is a fertile plain drained by the Potomac 
River. The northern panhandle along with 
the whole northwestern part of the state is

also a lowland, drained by the Ohio River. 
The best farm lands of the state are in this 
area.

STILL A GROWIN’ 


Again in 1958 the areas of Alabama, Georgia, Florida and Mississippi, served by the 
electric power companies of The Southern Company system, recorded substantial 
economic growth. This resulted in increased sales of electricity and higher revenues 
and earnings for our system companies. 

Industrial power sales, which accounted for half of the system’s total energy sales, 
continued to grow in diversity as well as in dollar volume despite a general reduction 
in business activity in many sections of the nation. The use of electricity in Southern 
homes also mounted steadily. 

The impact of the 1957-58 recession on business activity in the Southeast was con- 
siderably less severe than in most other areas of the country. Manufacturing plants in 
our four-state service area are, for the most part, new and efficient and their operations 
generally were maintained at comparatively high levels. The region’s economy was 
strengthened further by a rise in agricultural income and a heavy volume of residential 
construction. 

With further gains anticipated in 1959, our system companies will expend more 
than $190,000,000 this year for new facilities.
